‘Tae murder of the Rev. Mr. Stone- 
house cannot but draw attention to 
the condition that has been brought 
about by the operations of the Allies 
in the country between the sea and 
Peking and at the capital. To con- 
sider this fully in the limits of an 
article is, of course, impossible; but

there are certain points that are 
forcibly brought to our notice by this 
latest outrage. It is distinctly a 
shocking outrage ; shocking that an 
innocent missionary who is travelling 
about the country trying to improve 
the lot of his converts should be 
massacred while on his errand of 
mercy; and shocking that such a 
thing should be possible in a district 
that is practically overrun with 
foreign troops. We must remember 
that until the Boxer outbreak a 
foreigner could travel alone with pei 
fect safety in this part of Chihli; 
that the Boxer outbreak is supposed 
to have been subdued by the feign 
troops, and the population to have 
been so treated that to look askance 
at a foreigner means death ; and yet 
this outrage is possible. Why is it 
possible ? 

Simply because the Chinese civil 
authority has been suppressed, har- 
ried, driven away, and nothing’ sub- 
stituted for it. ‘The country between 
the sea and Peking has been dev: 
tated and the people killed indi 
criminately or driven out 








of 
their houses to become bandits, 


This is, no doubt, inevitable 
in war, but we are not sup- 

wed to be at war with China. The 

hineae people, even in Chibli, are 
not all robbers, bandits, and Boxer 
and the Chinese officials, corrupt and 
indolent many of them are, are 
not all in sympathy with the Boxers, 
even in Chibli, and they do know 
how to keep order in their jurisdic- 
tions, unless they get a hint from 
their superiors that they are to 
wink at disorder. We should have 
thought that one of the first acts 
of the foreign administration after 
Peking was relieved would have 
been to strengthen the Chinese civil 
authority and make it responsible 
for the preservation of order. 
But what magistrate can be ex- 
pected to remain at his post and 
exert himsslf to put down opposition 
to foreigners, when at any moment a 
foreign Lieutenant with a handful of 
troops may come to him and demand 
a sum of money on pain of having 
his town or village burnt down in 
case of refusal? It is not weeka bus 
months since we first drew attention 
to the mistake of attacking and 








| killing off Chinese indiscriminately, 


whether they were really Boxers or 
The anarchy thas 
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now exists is the result not of 
the ineradicable depravity of the 
Chinese, but of the inconsiderate 
action of the foreign  soldiery. 
We have been told that certain 
nationalities are free from this 
stigma, and that it is not fair to 
condemn all the contingents for, the 
acts of one or two. But they are all 
acting together and jointly respon- 
sible. Defective preparations for the 
campaign in the north are partly to 
blame for the present condition of 
things. While some of the contin- 
gents were amply provided with sup- 
plies, and never sent out an expedi- 
tion without all that was necessary 
for more than the time that the 
expedition could consume, others 
have been so badly supplied with 
transport and provisions that they 
have had to live on the country, a 
country not over-supplied at any 
time and greatly distressed. from 
natural causes as well as by the 
Boxer irruption at the ficteut time. 
Starving and houseless Chinese must 
become robbers and bandits. 

We could not expect a Field- 
Marshal and Generala who have never 
been in China before to grasp the 
situation at once; and the Legations, 
from whom they might have obtained 
advice, seem to have been entirely |! 
occupied with the peace negotiations. | p 
Tientsin has been placed under the| 1! 
provisional government of three or 
more Generals ; and though they have 
a staff of civilians under them who 
should know something of the me- 
thods by which Chinamen, the most 
governable of peoples, may be con- 
tentedly ruled, we are told that 
the ‘Tientsin natives are praying 
for the return of their own officials 
with all their faults. Unfortunately, 
the military authorities seem to have 
taken an unreasonable dislike to the 
missionaries, whose assistance might 
have been of the greatest use in 
restoring order in the country. Con- 
naering: the very large and valuable 
part taken by the missionaries and 
their converts in the defence of the 
British Legation during the siege, it 
ia difficult to understand the strength 
of this prejudice against them on the 
part of the soldiery. It is rather 
amusing, if half of what we have 
heard ia true, to find soldiers and 
civilians at Peking inveighing against 
themissionaries for looting. ‘The Rev. 
Gilbers Reid has written a very 
humorous defence—a defence which} 
will apply as much to his colleagues! 
as to himself—against this charge,| 
which will be found in another, 
column. Dr. Ament was actually 
arrested when endeavouring to settle! 
up amicably the just claims of his! 
converts without recourse to force,| 
and with the full concurrence of those 
who had to pay the claims. Mr. Stones! 
house was doing similar work, work’ 
for which the Ministers should have} 
thanked him, and in which he should 
have received every protection.

Ament and Mr. Stonehouse and other 
miasionaries have been endeavouring 
to re-establish friendly relations with 
the Chinese round about Peking. Is 
it not good policy on our side to 
encourage the Chinese in a more 
friendly attitude? This suggestion 
naturally excites a smile from those 
who know that the fundamental

Gardens where the unfortunate gentleman 
shortly breathed his last. The remains 
were put into @ coffin the following day 
(Thursd+y) and friends notified of tho sad 
occurrence. Many of our readers will 
remember the Zve Gardene as a place 
where they spent many an enjoyable 
ening, during the last two or three 
witnessing feats of legerdemain by 
native conjurors, views from the cinemato- 
graph, and fine fireworks. ‘The deceased 
gentleman wns 9 prominont momber of the 
ilk guild, very popular with his foreign 
friends, aud had great influence with hi 
countrymen in the Settlements, and hie 
untimely death is sincerely regretted.

Patient work. Recently the foreigners 
have heen able to recurn, including Dr. 
and Mrs, Main who have been home on 
furlough. We may note that the natives 
gave Dr. Main “a very warm welcome— 
guards of braves, and decorations with 
rords of weleom:.” The expenses of the 
hospital in 1900 amounted to $ 1,0°8, 
which is only partly met by subscription: 
and donations. ‘The expenses of th q 
Mission were $1,523; while the statistics 
show the large number of patients benefited 
by these most deserving institutions,

AFTER THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 
22nd March. 

A satisfactory if rather un- 
interesting meeting was brought to 
a close early yesterday afternoon—it 
might have been brought to a close 
before the adjournnient for tiffin. 
With the exception of the formal 
addresses by the Chairman, both full 
of pertinent remarks, there was very 
little speaking, and the voting 
showed that the Shanghai ratepayers 
are still swayed by common sense. 
The first three resolutions went 
through without any speaking 
whatever; on the fourth Mr. Hewett, 
the Chairman of the Council, 
made his exposition of the Report 
for last year. He began with the 
subject of the Volunteers, men- 
tioning the deep debt of gratitude 
that the community owes to the 
officers and non-commissioned officers, 
whose zeal and knowledge enabled 
the recruits who poured in last sum- 
mer to be promptly made efficient; 
the valuable service rendered for the 
time by the American company; 
the cordiality with which the Japan- 
ese company was welcomed ; and the 
hearty assistance given throughout 
by General Gascoigne. He added 
that the necessary preparations for 
the defence of the Settlement had 
brought the total expense of the 
Volunteers up to nearly ‘ls. 100,000. 
Mr. Hewett then turned to the 
Police, and alluded to the experienced 
and distinguished new Captain-

70,000, owing to the change in the 
situation of the lottery question since 
the resolution was announced. He 
read the most recent correspondence 
on the subject, the effect of which is 
that if the Taotai will withdraw his 
protection from all Chinese lotteries, 
no more licenses will be granted, and 
the plague will be stayed. ‘This 
will reduce the estimated Budget 
receipts by some Tls. 35,000, and as 
the intended loan is to be increased 
by Tls. 30,000 there will be a decrease 
of Tis. 5,000 in the estimated sur- 
lus. Meanwhile, if the Taotai’s reply 
is unsatisfactory, the Council will 
have to retain its power to license 
lotteries. Mr. Hewett commended 
to the ratepayers the proposed in- 
crease in the subsidy to the Public 
School, and the appropriation for a 
municipal gaol, which is most urgent- 
ly required, and whose provision it is 
hoped will banish beri-beri, which is 
the curse of the present cells. 

One amendment was moved by 
Mr. Drummord—that the small

THE FOREIGN TRADE OF 
CHINA IN 1900. 


85rd March. 

We have already noted the remark- 
able and encouraging fact that, not- 
withstanding the blow given the 
trade of China by the outbreak in 
the north, the total revenue for the 
year, Tls. 22,874,000, was the best 
collection in silver, with the exception 
of 1899, since 1891; and in 1891 
Formosa still belonged to China. 





Another encouraging indication is 
noticed in Mr. Taylor's remarks 
headed “Foreign ‘frade.” “One 





would naturally have expected a 
disastrous commercial panic with 
heavy failures: but the year has 
been, generally speaking, “a fairly 
good though ansious’ one. Trade 
was so brisk during the first six 
months and revived so strongly to- 
wards the close that, contrary to all 
expectations, the value of the foreign 
trade was well up to the average of 
late years, although naturally falling 
short of such an exceptional year as 
1899. At Newchwang such astonish- 
ing progress was shown previous to 
the disturbances that a rapid recovery 
may be louked for, ‘Tientsin may 
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ossibly be adversely affected for 
some little time, but it is just as 
likely that the profits of the military 
occupation and the wide distribution 
of hoarded wealth which has taken 
place will lead to an early increase 
of trade there. Personal experi 
is more persuasive than advice, and 
the Chinese Goverament will prob- 
ably be more disposed to regard with 
favour the extension of railways since 
the arduous journey of the Court to 
Heian, to which place supplies came 
very slowly and suffered considerably 
in bulkon the road. Famine, too, has 
come under their immediate notice, 
and the people were perishing around 
them without hope of the relief which 
railways could have brought. What- 
ever changes may result from the 
events of 1900, whatever readjust- 
ments may take place in the share 
of the trade taken by each country, 
it may be confidently expected that 
the foreign commerce of China, as a 
whole, will continue the expansion 
which was so marked in 1899.” 

It must not be forgotten that in 
these days war does not support war: 
the invading troops in the north have 
not lived on the country. They have 
stolen millions of dollars’ worth of 
the accumulated wealth of thecountry 
from Peking and other towns: but 
on the other hand they have watered 
the country with millions of dollars 
received from their own countries. 
This money, which the country as a 
whole will have to repay at some 
future date, will no doubt be largely 
spent in foreign goods. 

It is noted with satisfaction that 
the value of imports in 1900, while 
less than that of the record year 
1899, was greater than that of the 
previous record year 1898. It will 
not tend to reconcile the Chinese 
Government to the cession of Kuang- 
chouwan to France to read Mr. 
Taylor's estimate that at least 100 
chests of opium a month are passed 
into China through that territory 
without coming nae the cognisance 
ofthe Customs. The singular chance 
which saved the importers of cotton 
goods from a very serious disaster is 

luly recorded by Mr. Taylor: “Im- 
porters of cotton goods have passed 
through a very anxious crisis, but 
disaster was averted by another short 
cotton crop in America. The goods 
which arrived in the spring were 
imported at enhanced prices, and 
although on the breaking out of the 
trouble in the north the spring 
purchases “for the autumn market 
were stopped, there were large stocks 
which could not be placed and which 
would have shown a heavy loss had 
the price of cotton fallen. ‘The banks 
assisted importers, the short cotton 
crop saved the situation, and the de- 
mand which arose late in the year, 
especially for the Yangtze ports, 
effected satisfactory clearances. With 
the exception of jeans, all heavy goods 
felt the disturbance in their principal 








market in the North, though Dutch 
and Indian drills and Indian sheet- 
ings showed a small improvement. 
English cotton yarn fell away again, 
and the importation declined to 
30,916 piculs—less than half what it 
was 10 years ago. Indian yarn only 
amounted to 985,989 piculs, a great 
decrease on previous years, while 
Japanese Yarn was still imported 
almost as freely as in 1898.” 

It is unnecessary to say much 
about woollens, metals and sundries. 

It is again noticeable as an encour- 
aging feature that while the value of 
the exports in 1900 was nearly 
thirty-seven million taels below 1899, 
it was little more than forty thou- 
sand taels, a bagatelle, below 1898, 
“Raw cotton,” says Mr. Taylor, “in 
consequence of the shors crops in 
America, was exported to the extent 
of 711,882 piculs, but this is not 
likely to be a permanent feature of 
the export trade.” The cotton mills 
here took advantage of the short 
crop in America to lighten their 
stocks. of cotton by exporting it 
when the demand for yarn fell off 
owing to the troubles; and it is 
understood that the results were not 
very satisfactory. While the exports 
from Newchwang and Tientsin 
showed, of course, a heavy decline, 
those from Chefoo and from central 
China were not much affected by the 
political situation. 

Mr. Taylor has some remarks on 
the tea trade interesting to those 
engaged in it; it is noticeable that 
there were no direct shipments to 
London from Hankow. The brick 
tea trade was sadly upset by the 
troubles in the North, and it is noted 
that “no brick tea was sent to Eng- 
land, as the Yenesei route has been 
found disappointing.” The United 
States and South Africa took en- 
hanced quantities of China tea, and 
the shipments to Russia vii Odessa 
rose from 195,449 to 269,230 piculs. 

Mr. Taylor's silk report is so con- 
densed that we must quote it in full : 
“The year was a disastrous one for 
the silk trade. Anticipations of, 
the consumption which would result 
from the Paris Exhibition were not 
fully realised, and over-production in 
Europe and America caused a weak 
demand and low prices. This was 
the more disappointing because the 
crop was a one. The weather 
was favourable to the worms, the 
supply of mulberry leaves was plenti- 
ful and cheap, and the quality of 
the cocoons produced was satisfac- 
tory; but the price paid for cocoons 
was so high that the steam filatures 
have lost heavily owing to this fact 
and to the entire lack of demand 
from the United States. All heavy 
silks, such as Tsatlees, which were 
fuller than usual, were neglected, and 
only the finer sorts have met with 
any favour. The competition of 
Japan was severely felt. Owing to 











the unwillingness of the bankg to 





support the growers, large quantities 
were throws upon’ the Yokohama 
market, and for months the stock 
there amounted to 20,000 bales, 
which frightened Continental buyers. 
It is estimated that at least one- 
third of the production of the Chinese 
steam filatures remains unsold, and 
there seems no prospect of an imme- 
diate improvement in the market, 
Wild filature silk lost heavily in 
value, owing to the lack of demand 
from America, where this silk was 
freely bought’ during the previous 
season. The export of white raw silk 
fell from 59,845 to 31,796 piculs; 
yellow raw silk, from 14,146 to 11,267 
piculs ; wild raw silk, from 24,674 to 
18,867 piculs; steam filature silk, 
from 49,435 to 85,277 piculs; and 
refuse silk, from 91,254 to 60,182 
piculs.” 

We have already given the com- 
parative table of shipping, and we 
note that Mr. Taylor works out the 
percentages of the total tonnage, 
entries and clearances, amounting to 
40,807,000 tons. “ Of this total Great 
Britain contributed 56 per cent; 
China 19 per cent; Germany 10 per 
cent ; Japan 9 per cent; France 2 per 
cent; Sweden and Norway 1 per 
cent; Russia 1 per cent; and America 
1 per cent.” 

Finally we quote in full Mr. Taylor's 
remarks under the heading of ‘Trea- 
sure :— 

“The recorded movements of gold 
and silver bullion ‘between China 
and foreign countries show a net 
import of gold worth Hk. ‘is 
1,202,815, and a net import of silver 
to the value of Hk. Tis, 15,442,212. 
These figures represent only such 
movements of bullion as came under 
the notice of the Customs, and must 
not be taken as even approximately 
correct as regards imports. There 
Was an enormous import of silver in 
the shape of British, French, and 
Mexican dollars, brought by the 
military authorities. In Manchuria 
dollars are said to be oustin; sycee 
as currency, and it is possible that 
the same change will take place in 
those parts of Chibli where dollars 
are at present more plentiful than 
syeee. The export of gold, coming 
principally from Manchuria, was 
checked by the war. On the other 
hand, large quantities of gold coins, 
chiefly from Japan, were imported 
by the banks for sale to Chinese who 
bought them freely as conveniently 
portable during a period of suspense, 
The dollars “turned out by the 
Chinese mints have not gained the 
confidence of the people, but there 
in some hope that more attention 
will be paid in future to the preser- 
vation of a uniform standard of 
purity.” : 
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CHANGES IN TACTICS. 
25th March. 


CHaNces in tactics are, like changes 
in everything else, mere matters of 
evolution. The Macedonian phalanx 
had its day, the Roman formations 
theirs, and so with others to the 
time of the great Napoleon, who, 
thanks to his tactical developments 
no less than to his genius, made his 
supple columns more than a match 
for the rigid lines opposed to them. 
It was Napoleon, we believe, who 
declared the necessity, if perfect 
military efficiency was’ to be pre- 
served, of a change of tactics every 
decade. Strange to say soldiers 
whose reputation and lives depend 
on their being up-to-date in matters 
military, are seemingly too careless 
or too shortsighted to see what after 
the event appears to have been self- 
evident. ‘The layman would have 
thought that in the German army 
there ought to have been prescience 
enough to have prevented the useless 
sacrifice of life at St. Privat, and 
that the British troops should have 
known enough about the effect of 
small bores and smokeless powder 
to have avoided the humiliation of 
Colenso, But it was not so. The 
Germans knew precisely what wea- 

ous the ‘French possessed. They 

new that the chassepot 
superior to the needle-gun and 
that under certain circumstances the 
mitrailleuse was murderous. Yet 
they assaulted the heights just as 
Napoleon assaulted ~Hougomont, 
while Buller hammered away at the 
Tugela position as Massena did at 
that of Busaco, and with like results. 
‘There was no foresight in either case. 
‘The lesson had to be written in lines 
of blood before it was learned. Then 
the Teuton grasped his at once. An 
immediate order swept away the old 
system, and presented the world with 
an almost unique spectacle, the 
practice of a new system of tactics in 
the face of an enemy. 

We too have learnt somethin; 
from South Africa, and, as in all 
previous cases, the change has been 
forced by the adoption of a new 
armament. Small bores, smokeless 
powder, and powerful artillery, these 
are the causes of the recent changes 
in tactics, and it is difficult to say 
which has most contributed to the 
new development. The flat trajec- 
tory, the rapid fire, and the long 
range of the rifles have been most 
powerful factors in the campaign now 
apparently soon to close. Bnt these 
were, to a certain extent, foreseen. 
‘What was not foreseen was the weird 
effect of smokeless powder. Over and 
over again we have read of the 
difficulty of locating guns in action. 
Shells came no one knew whence. 
Men were falling and nobody knew 
how to bit back. The best that could 
be done was to fire in the direction 
from which the sound came.

THE MURDER IN CHIHLI. 
26th March. 
We received yesterday morning 
the news, which we circulated at once 
as an “Extra,” of the murder ofa 
well-known missionary of the London 
Missionary Society, the Rev. J. Stone- 
house, at a place only forty miles 
from Peking, and between the eapital 
and Tientsin, twenty miles beyond 
Yangtsun. Mr. Stonehouse came to 
China nineteen years ago, and was 
too well acquainted with the country 
and the people to run unnecessar 
risks. That after all that has occurred, 
after the lesson the Chinese have re- 
ceived, a missionary should be 
murdered by armed bandits between 
two garrisons aggregating more than 
fifty thousand foreign soldiers seems 
incredible, but it is not really to be 
wondered at. We have known for 
some time that the result of the 
operations of the. allied troops 
was a condition in the country of 
labsolute anarchy. All Chinese au- 
thority has been disorganised if not 
suppressed, and no other authority 
put in its place, while hundreds, if 
not thousands, of villagers have been 
driven from their homes, which have 
been plundered and burat, and they 
themselves forced by starvation to 
become bandits. They have been 
harried not only by regular troops, 
but by small bands of irregulars, 
outcast foreigners and Chinese mixed, 
and it is no wonder that a traveller, 
without regard to his occupation, 
should get killed. It is impossible to 
suppose that he had given any real 
cause of offence, except perhaps in 
his efforts to protect Christians 
against Boxers. 
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Mr. Joseph Stonehouse was a 
Yorkshireman, born at Middlesboro, 
in 1854, a student of the Rotherham 
Congregational College, appointed by 
the London Missionary Society to 
Shanghai in 1882. He remained here 
for three years, and removed to 
Peking, where he was in charge of 
the East City work of the Mission. 
During the siege of the Legations he 
served with Messrs. Gamewell aud 
rris on the Defences Committee, 
and his services were highly appre- 
ciated. When the siege was over the 
Directors of his Society ordered him 
to return home, but he felt it. his 
duty to stand by his native Christians, 
in whose cause he has now doubtless 
fallen a victim, and he remained in 
Peking. His wife and two children 
left for England in September, and 
Mr. Stonehouse accompanied them 
to Shanghai _and then returned to 
his work. He leaves a widow and 
four children. It is erucl for them 
that the loved husband and father 
should have survived all the dangers 
of the siege to die at the hands of 
armed bandits while trying to sue- 
cour the converts he | ade, 

The Mission here received a letter 
from him only a few days ago in 
which he made some remarks on 
the terribly unsettled state of the 
country, and mentioned that he was 
nevertheless about to start on a visit 
to some of the country stations of 
which he had charge. In a previous 
letter dated the 4th of March which 
has been courteously placed at our 
disposal, are some very forcible re- 
marks on the difficulties from which 
some of the missionaries were suffer- 
ing, and whizh throw a good deal of 
light on the sad news which reached 
us yesterday morning. Mr. Stone- 
house writes : “ Missionaries are being 
slandered now on account of exor- 
bitant demands to pay claims. I 
have had arough time lately. Neither 
civil nor military will help Christians 
in getting their just claims. Some 
Boxers aceused our Christians of 
demanding money and using violence 
to get the money. At once the 
British placed troops at their com- 
mand and seized our people. I got 
in when half the trial was over. 
Result, not one atom of blame at- 
tached to the Christians, not a shred 
of the accusation could be maintained, 
and yet they say the Christians must 
not collect any more money, which in 
many places the people are willing 
to pay unasked. I have written a 
strong letter to the General about 
Boxers having the use of troops, 
and Christians being bindered by 
them. The Boxers are still terror- 
ising our Christians in places, but no 
troops help them, however much 
we appeal. I should not mind that 
if the Boxers did not get their help. 
My protest has cteated indignation ; 
the idea of a despised missionary 
tackling them on their methods of 
































they refuse to reply to me. So if you 
hear anything about unlawful exae- 
tions of money on the part of mis- 
sionaries, you can safely say that the 
British tried to find out such unlaw- 
ful transactions, but failed because 
there were non 

‘This was written by Mr.Stonehouse 
about three weeks ago, and of course 
we do not in any way endorse it, but 
we have heard of actual Boxers hav- 
ing succeeded in making some foreign 
officers believe that they, the Boxers, 
were harmless victims of the rapacity 
of the Christians. If the military 
authorities refused Mr. Stonehouse 
assistance, it must obviously have 
been from an honest belief that he 
was in the wrong : and we only quote 
from his letter m order to show the 
difficulties of his situation, difficulties 
that have now culminated in his 
murder. The re-establishinent of 
the Chinese civil authority in Chihli, 
even under some foreign control, if 
is evidently a pressing 
‘A few hours devoted by 
the Ministers to that question will 
be well spent. It is not a brilliant 
result of the operations of the troops 
in the north that it should still be 
unsafe to travel between Tientsin 
and Peking. 














PHYSICAL TESTS APPLIED TO 
CHINESE CIVILISATION. 
20th March, 

Ir is good to look at familiar sub- 
jects from a new point of view. 
Chinese civilisation has been affirmed 
and denied with equal vigour. There 
are thése who see in the teaching of 
Confucius and the practice of his 
pupils somethinghigher thanthe more 
spiritual doctrine of Christ is ever 
iicely to produce; there are others 
who deny to China ail right or title 
to civilisation or culture. Between 
these two extremes, truth lies. 

We propose to approach the ques- 
tion from the physical side. Thought, 
imagination, mental and moral con 
siderations of every kind are to be 
put aside and questions asked and 
answered by the body itself. What 
are its tastes, its likes and dislikes? 
How does it demean itself so far as 
its senses are concerned? What. sen- 
sations gratify and what repel it? 
What is its stage of development ? 
It may seem strange to classify men 
according to the powers of their 
eyes, nose, mouth, ears, and tactile 
organs. But there is profound reason 
at the bottom of it, and we may say 
at the outset that as the matter sug- 
gests itself to us there are few truer 
tests of civilisation than man’s likes 
es as exhibited by his

senses. Every individual man has 
gone through in his own experience 





the whole chapter of evolutionary 
history from the speck of protoplasm 
to the highly differentiated product 








injustice has made them so mad that | of this, the twentieth century. Each 


step in his career has been astep for- 
ward in his evolution. What his 
delights were as a child are not his 
delights to-day; he has outlived 
them. If we were to take him back 
to his childhood, or, better still, take 
note of his own little one, what do 
we find with regard to his sense of 
hearing for example? Is not the 
chief characteristic a love of noise? 
Does he not revel in the boom of 
cannon, the crackle of fireworks, the 
clash of cymbals and the roll of 
drums? And have we not at every 
celebration of the Chinese New Year 
proof that the native, go far as his 
auditory sensations are concerned, 
has not got beyond the stage of Euro- 
pean childhood? Does he not shut 
himself up for hours at a stretch and 
hammer away at an orchestra com- 
posed entirely of gongs, cymbals, and 
tom-toms? And would it not be 
utterly impossible for him to do any- 
thing of the kind had his evolution 
reached the stage of the European ? 
That he has lagged behjnd is evident 
from what we have just pointed out, 
iz. that what delights the European 
child equally delights the Asiatic 
adult. 

So with colour. ‘There are symp- 
toms of a higher development of the 
eye than of the ear in China. Exqui- 
site shades of silks, beautiful tints in 
porcelain, and an unetring eye for 
seenery—witness the position of 
scores of Buddhist temples—are 
proofs that the Chinese race are 
advancing in the wsthetic culture of 
the organ of sight. But having said 
so much, we have said all. Where 
in China is the beauty perceivable 
in a European city? Where is there 
an attempt at street architecture ? 
Why do so many hundreds of natives 
offend the eye with the inconformity 
of colours in their dress? Where 1s 
European cleanliness to be found in 
house and home? There is none. 
In discrimination of vision, as well as 
in hearing, the Chinese are behind 
the peoples of the West. Evil sights 
do not offend them. 

It is hardly necessary to draw 
attentiun to their deficiency in the 
olfactory sensations, except where 
disinfectants are employed. It is a 
curions fact that the Chinese, who 

apparently in happy uncon- 
the foulest exhalatjons of 
decaying animal or vegetable matter, 
are sensitive to the smell of carbolic 
acid, which as a rule they cordially 
dislike. Most foreign residents in 
China tind the protection of a hand- 
kerchief an absolute necessity when 
{passing even through a village, but 
the native is so impervious to odonrs 
‘of the Eastern type as to be quite 
ignorant that there is anything amiss. 
In the development of the olfactory 
nerves therefore, it would seem that 
the native is even behind the young- 
est of foreign children, who at quite 
an early age resent anything offensive 
in that respect. 
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Closely connected with smell is 
taste. Here again, the Chinese can-! 
not claim any very high standard. 
There aré some things they cook! 
admirably, and some of their flavours. 
and sauces are of high order. But} 
as every householder knows, these | 
things of higher promise have to be | 
balanced against others, against 
viands which at timesscent the whole 
neighbourhood. ‘Traces of this stage 
remain amongst ourselves in 
the taste for “high” game,! 
Limburger cheese, and the like. | 

Coming lastly to the sense of feel- 
ing, we find a paradoxical state of 
affairs, with natives whose sense of 
touch is as nice as that of the most | 
cultured European, and with others 
who will bear the severest surgical 
operations without flinching. We 
know of an operation for the removal 
of a finger nail which was done with- 
out any help from anesthetics. Our 
surgeons could tell endless stories 
of the like kind. At oue time this 
to bes pué down to 

















power a 
fortitude, but the more probable 
explanation is a less sensitive nervous 
organisation. Pain which docs not 


exist is easily borne. That this is 
the true explanation would seem to 
follow from all that has been said. 
The fine senses are mere develop- 
ments of particular nerves. We have 
shown that in most of these the 
Chinese have not attained the stan- 
dard reached by the more highly 
developed European. 

Is there anything to be learnt from 
these considerations? Do they not 
explain much that has occurred with- 
in the past twelve months? Have 
not the Chinese been acting merely 
in accordance with the promptings 
of their nature as it is, and shall 
we not be making a grave error 
if we try to force upon them with 
too great suddenness a kind of 
civilisation for which as yet they 
are not adapted? Will it not be 
as absurd, for example, as trying 10 
grow peaches in January? Western 
civilisation itself has still clinging to 
it the rags and tatters of earlier 
stages. The culture of which Mat- 
thew Arnold wrote, that “passion for 
sweetness and light,” is by no means 
universal even amongst ourselves. 
But we have reached, at least, some- 
thing of Emerson’s ideal; we have 
gone far enough to know something 
of that culture which “inverts the 
vulgar view of nature,” and though 
it bas not yet brought us to perfection 
it has developed in us a higher degree 
of physical perception than the Chi- 
nese race can yet boast, and with this 
physical superiority of sense a higher 
mental and moral accompaniment. 
Both are matters of slow development.

Also along with these we seo, not only 
on tho streets of Changshu but in all cities 
and towns, and we expect that they may bo 
found in’ Shanghoi, pictures of foreign 
women dressed in very little more than 
sunshine, These lewd pictures aro in 
nearly all prominent places, and are 
gazed upon by the great crowds. Is it 
any wonder when our foreign women visit 
the interior that they are gazed upon 
as of the same type? We understand 
that these pictures are mado by foreigners 
and sent out from Shanghai—a travesty 
‘on human decency,

WELLJUDOED CAUTION. 

A small Japanese steamer has boon 
chartered to take the party to Yangkiaokou, 
atthe mouth of the canal, running east- 
ward from Chinanfu to the Gulf, whence 
Governor Yuan's soldiers will escort them 
to their several destinations, ‘The date set 
for leaving Chefoo is March 19th. It is 
understood that this ig a tour of inspection 
only, ant consequently most of these men 
expect to returu to the coast at an early 
dato, though some ‘may remain at their 
stations if no further troubles arise. Any 
hesitancy about returning heretofore has 
been not so much from fear of personal 
danger as from solicitudo for the thousands 
of converts in these districts, who may 
become the objects of renewed porsecution 
by a premature return of their foreign 
spiritual a_visers. 

AS OMINOUS rRoPosiTION. 

It is reported that a certain Chinese 
receutly approuched a local foreign 
dent with the request for two thousand 
rifles to be passed through the Customs in 
the foreigner’s name. It is needless to 
state that the gentleman thus accosted 
refused to aid in this wholesale importation 
of firearms. Such a proposition may have 
been made in a spirit of commercial specu- 
lativa ia view of the probable prohibition 
of arsenals and foreign munitions of war, 
for it may have a moro serious interpreta 
tion as pointing to some sort of gunpowder 
plot against the unpopular “men from 
over the sear.”

For several days Chefoo has had tho 
unusual experience of being without a 
le man-of-war in harbour. To be sure 
everything is quiet, and the Chinese appear 
to have forgotten the troubles of Inst year, 
but a few gunboats in sight are a ‘good 
deterrent against anti-foreign schemes, 
and act as silent witnesses to the power 
of Western navies.

SECURITY OF FOOD. 

Latest reports from the best available 
sources in the neighbourhood of Shansi re- 
gion indicate that famine continues to make 
havoe of the inhabitants of that ordinarily 
fertile plain sand its prosperous cities. 
Food is at a price unknown since the last 
famine. Floor, ordinarily obtainable at 
about twenty copper cash a catty, now ix 
not to be had for Jess than a hundred and 
thirty. Other food stuffs are proportion- 
ately searce and dear. A large proportion 
of the population seeks to support itself 
hy begging from the rest. Those beggars 
faint and fall by the wayside to die of 
exhaustion, all fave the one or two for- 
tunates, who may be found in their | 
extremity by friends able and willing to | 
afford them succour. 


GOVERNMENT RELIEF. \ 


Some relief is afforded by the gorern- | 
meut to the starving people by the establish- | 
mont of rice kitchens in Hsin, Sunyuan, | 
and possibly other cities. At these places | 
each persons receives oue large bowl of 
rice daily. ‘The dead aro carried out in 
number daily, for after receiving the rice 
the famine-struck people remain on the | 
spot enduring the pangs of hunger, | 
either until the next distribution is made 
or until they succumb, as many do. In| 
the country few families but have suffered 
the loss of ono member at least. 

AN ENORMOUS ATTEXDANCE. 

In Usian the Govermment rico kit- 
chens number some twenty o7 more, the 
daily attendance at which is said to number 
some hundreds of thousands, and of these 
some hundreds die daily. A law has been 
made and is enforced permitting only sixty 
dead bodies to pass outward through each |

ROMAN CATHOLIC HELP. 

The Roman Catholic priests who re- 
mained in tho well-defended villages on 
the plain make special provision for their 
own people, distributing twice a month to 
the needy atong them four shéng of grain, 
say nine or ten catties, and a quantity 
of oil drogs such as are ordinarily used 
for enriching the land, coarse and full of 
rubbish and dirt, 


PROTECTION OF CHRISTIANS. 

Apparently the Government does not dis- 
criminate against the Chiistians in its 
almsgiving. “Indeed, shortly after the 

rival of the Court a proclamation was 
issued by imperial command, enjoining 
protection for missionaries, Christian con- 
verts, and preaching places, ‘There is no- 
where avy complaint that this protection 
is not fully afforded.

‘THE TIENTSIN cEISIS. 

Tientsin has at Inst developed a crisis 
peculiarly its own ; and we are face to face 
with « situation that may yet have the 
most serious issues, As your recent lead- 
ing article on “Russia in Tientsin” adum- 
the trouble has arisen in the 
pretensions of Russia in connection with 
her recently-claimed concession in ‘Tien- 
tain. The locality embraces most of the 
property adjoining the Railway Station. 
Just before the beginning of the troubles 
of July last the China Railway had 
purchased some laud with the intention of 
making sidings down to the River. The 
use for these sidings has become more 
imperative than ever, and the moment the 
British took possession of the railway, their 
military authorities set about the nesessary 
works. Itis in the prosecution of these 
extension works that the trouble has arisen, 

‘The British on behalf of the Chins Rail- 
way Company, and the Russians on hehalf

of Mesers. Batoueff and Oo. both claim to 
have acquired a piece of land by purchase, 
and each denies the right of the other to 
erect flags or assume the rizht of proprie- 
torship; moreover, each has backed its 
opinion by the presence of armed guards. 

‘The situation throughout to-day has been 
80 cerious and so strained that did not the 
sense of humour come to our relief, wo 
should think ourselves within measurable 
distance of war. But happily the ides of 
two great Empires making a serious quarrel 
over a trumpery bit of Tientsiu mud is too 
preposterous for consideration, particularly 
as the point at issue is capable of being 
aceurately determined. ‘Tientsin, like all 
other places in China, often witnesses the 
constant roguery of the wily native in 
fictitious lund sales. Thero is, I 
understand, no doubt whatever that the 
Railway folk bought the land in question 
lant epring, and even though all the formal 
evidence may havo been destroyed in the 
fires at their premises during tho hostilities, 
the fact may still be conclusively proved 
or disproved. If it be proved, then the 
Russians have assuredly no case, though 
Mr. Batoueff and his fellow speculators 
most undoubtedly did buy the same piece 
of land in the autumn and apparently got 
goo deeds for it, which deeds were more- 
over pasted through the Innd-office of the 
Provisional Government. It is the com- 
monest device of Jand jobbers hore to 
comply with ail the formalitios and ‘yet to 
bo found out as fraudulent, 

Thore may, however, be one point 
on which our neighbours will find 
some possible difficulty ; their proclama- 
tion of last autumn said that no purchases 
or transfers of land in the area in question 
after the 17th Junv, 1900, would be ro- 
coguised. I know at least one caso in which 
they havo politely hut firmly refused to 
recognise stich a sale, and the presumption 
is that this procedent will have to rule in 
the presont case, as Mr. Batoueff and his 
partners (ono of ‘whom is not a Russian 
subject) bought in the uutumn and before 
the proclamation. 

And now for tho incidents, ‘The British 

this week began to make the required 
siding nnd removed the Russian flags from 
the property which they maintained was 
wre, viz,,ivat that of the Railway Company. 
Che Russians protested that it was not 
railway property but Russian. ‘The British 
maintained their action and put on a guard. 
‘Tho Russians protested again, The British 
put on more men and continued to dig 
their siding trench through more of the 
said property. 

‘To-day the Russians came along before 
work was begun, erected « flag and tent 
right across the end of tho treneh, and put 
ou about twenty-five men asa guard. Not 
another foot could be dug without disturb- 
ing the flag. Our peoplo at once sent over 
two companies of Madras Sappers and 
some of the Hongkong Regiment, and 
thero they remained all the day at a per- 
fect impasse as regards the continuation 
of the work. In some cases the rival 
sontries were actually within two feet of 
each other and the situation was strained 
even to comicality. There was much 

alaver, and at nightfall common sense so 
far assorted itself as to suggest to the 
rivals to withdraw all the men but one of 
each side, 

Tiontsin at once got excited and man: 
people went over to see the curious * fix; 
the Fronch officers were naturally very 
obtrusive in their sympathy with their 
allies. Many of us base our chief objec- 
tions to Russia's proposed site for a Con- 
cession on tho grounds that it must 
inevitably be provocative of such unseemly 
squabbles. Nothing of the sort woulil 
have happened had they gone a mile 
further down where there is better water 
and where there would have been no 
interfereuce with vested and rival interests. 
Tho Russian officials who have managed 
the business are not entirely without 































































blame in selecting a site where quarrelling 











is inevitable. The opinion is universal 
here that the machinations of land 
speculators are at the bottom of the 


Russinn choice. Even if this breez> passes 
over without doing much damage, the very 
same question will crop up elsewhere and 
the disgraceful squabbling of Hankow will 
bo repeated ad niuseam.

is again assuming a large aspect and is 
commanding the support of all classes. 
Its lust phase is the creation of a Con- 
servancy or ‘Trust with a permanent 
organisation; this step is the more neces- 
sary as the interests that cohere round 
the “river” question are now becoming 
acutely competitive and complex; a con- 
trolling Board of some sort has become 
an absolute necessity. It is highly 
probable that the next step in improve- 
ment will be the straightening of the bed 
of the Peiho with a view to. improving 
the scour hy large cuttings and by the 
lessening of frictional resistance in the 
bends. ‘The military folk are keenly alive 
to the question in its strategical bearings, 
and further as itaffects military supply and 
communications. 

THE TAKU TUG AND EIGHTER COMPANY 
is doing its utmost to mect the demands 
of the ‘traders. With the permission of 
the military, it has put some twenty vessels 
at the disposal of the normal trade of the 
port, subject of course to prompt with- 
drawal under military exigency. ‘The 
Inodahs report a good’ river all the way 
to Taku as far as depth is concerned, but 
there has been little erosion at the bends 
which are as acute as ever. I note one 
of the Ping boats at the Bund to-day ; 
this is the ship Peiping whose arrival in 
the very middle of the siege Inst year 
caused such a sensation. 

THE AUSTRALIAN CONTINGENT 
has formal notice that their relief, in the 
form of the second half of the’ Welsh 
Fusiliers, has left Hongkong; the Con- 
tingent expects to leave at the end of tho 
month, ‘They will go away with the 
esteom and gratitude of everybody: a fuer 
or better disciplined body of men never 
landed anywhere to guard British in- 
terests, Their consummate good nature 
and imperturbable coolness in difficult 
positions have evoked our warmest ad- 
miration, Tn the prosaic duties of military 
police they have liad by no means an easy 
job, for by a curiously short-sighted policy 
the military authorities have allowed whole 
wuarters of the No-Man’s-Land adjoining 
the British and German Concessions to 
become infested with grog shops. ‘The 
soldiers of all nationalities go down to these 
places and ll themselves up with six-farden 
whisky, become at once quarrelsome and 
patriotic, and then try to loosen Hell while 
on their way home to bed. As they are 
armed with bayonets, to which they freely 
resort, there aro frequently great fights ; bat 
ro far they have never scored off the 
Australian lads. Moro than once our 
military people have had to turn out a 
lnrge body of men to patrol the streets of 
the British Concession, The Australians 
nt a blaze the other night hind not only to 
quench fire but to watch some of the other 
quenchers who were showing uneommon 
zeal in salvage. 
THESE STREMT ROWS 

havo been uncommonly proalent of late, 
and only last Sunday did the men of the 
politest nation in Europe call forth the 
most indignant complaints of others by 
thei behaviour to English ladies in the 
British Concession. ‘They, while still sober 
and in broad daylight, advanced nine 
abreast, and thousht it facetious to prevent 
rieshas from passing and to addre: 
mock heroics to the ladies in these vehicles 
About a week before they had ferociously 
attacked tho orderly of one of our General 
Officers. French officers do not seem in- 
























































clined to follow tbe example of ours in 
tring to obviate these rows by the simple 
device of making the British Settlment 
out of bounds, as our people have done in 
the case 0° the French Concession, It is 
a great pity that this friction should exist, 
especially whan we consider that most of 
it is due to a cause easily within the control 
of the officers, viz. the presence of low- 
clase whisky ‘shops in certain localities. 
Erery one of these bar-keepers could be 
doported if the Commanders would only 
combine to do it. A row between some 
Germans and Japanese the other night had 
almost fatal issues and rose almost to the 
magnitude of a potty battle.

FALSE RUMOURS. 

In Wuchang things have been unusually 
quiet, though three weeks ago there was 
some little excitement at a rumour that 
the Viceroy was dead and that the Allies 
were sending an expedition up the Yang- 
tze. Happily both rumours proved to be 
false. The Viceroy was ill and only a few 
days ago sent for a foreign doctor, who 
reported his illustrious patient to be suffer- 
ing from bronchitis. But yesterday he 
was out driving in his carriage, so we 
trust he is now nearly, if not altogether, 
restored to health, Should anything hap- 
pen to him it would be nothing short of a 
public calamity; both Chinese and for- 
ciguers pray that he may long remain the 
Viceroy of the Lianghu. 

‘THE WEATHER. 

In Wuchang, as in other places in Hu- 
peh, we have enjoyed an unusually mild 
spring. Once and again the skies have 
clouded and the wind arisen, but there 
has been hardly any rain. Tn the country 
the farmers have been anxious for their 
young wheat. To-day the rain began to 
fall; a good down-pour would be as gold. 
‘Around Tehngan the distress has been very 
severe and many families have left their 
homes to try and get work in the cities. 
Just before the Chinese New Year rico was 
very dear, but in some places the officials 
have opened the public granaries and also 
imported rice which has been sold at a fair 
price.

A STRANGE DIsE, 


There have been a good many things 
happening in Japan since I wrote to you 
last, in the way of internal polities, of dis- 
cate, and of “agitations.”” The’ disease 
that’ has “happened” is a most peculiar 
one. It is said to have come from For- 
nosa and the onl in which a person 
knows that he has been attacked is when 
he gets up in the morning and finds his 
poll as bare as x billiard ball. No other 
symptoms make their appearance, but 
the Japanese man, whose hirsute adorn- 
ments are exignous enough as it is, finds 

d to be hairless as well as whisker 
less, while the fair sex, especially that 
large section of it which depends ‘on its 
looks for a living, is terrified at the 
prospect of losing those glistening masses 
of jeb black hair which are not only one 
of the principal factors in the beauty of a 
musme, but aro sometimes yeritable 
works of art as well. 

UNFORTUNATE vicTIMs. 


I could say a great deal on this subject : 
1 could tell of the visits weekly or fort 
nightly of kami-yui or female hair-dressers 
even to poor families; of the length of 
time during which the ladies of the land 
as well as the damsels of low degree, sub- 
mit to the deft manipulations of the kami- 
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yui; of the necessity under which the party 
operated upon lies of having to use at night 
a special kind of pillow that is even wor 
than a Chinese pillow and might easily be 
mistaken, by an unsophisticated foreigner 
for an instrument of torture; of the ex- 
quisite taste which Japanese womankind 
shows in giving dignity, by the erection of 
these shiny folds, to a head which with- 
out them is pear-shaped, indeterminate 
and feeble—I could speak at length on all 
these matters and on others appertaining 
thereunto ; but some of your indy readers 
might be shocked by stch immensity of 
knowledge in a mere man. From what 
have said, however, it will be evident that 
Japanese ladies have good reason to re- 
ward the disease from Formosa with 
apprehension. ‘That apprehension has 
unfortunately been justified, for _in 
ab least three or four cases singing 
girls of the well-known type of Rudyar] 
Kipling’s “O-Toyo, ebon-haired, rosy- 
cheeked, and made throughout of de 
licate porcelain,” have fallen victims 
to it, and one of the metropolitan 
papers heartlessly publishes a picture 
of them in the act of shedding their 
ebon tresses—and shedding at the same 
time tears large as eggs. After this har- 
rowing story it would be somewhat of an 
anti-climax to direct public sympathy to 
the unhappy Vice-President of the House 
of Represntatives, or to any of the other 
mere males who have fallen victims to the 
scourge. Besides, in their cases I am 
somewhat doubtful if it be a scourge. 
‘The strong point of « Japanese docs not 
lie in Ins hair, which generally sticks up 
like the hair of a blacking blush, and, 
again, may not this casting aside of a 
protection, indispensable to primitive but 
of no great use to modern man, be taken 
to indicate that the Japanese leads the 
van of civilisation? 
A suprcraL, “ stRiKE.” 

A crowd of bishops makes a mob, but 
no bishops over went out on strike for a 
riso of “screw” as the judiciary of Japan 
has recently done. To be strictly ac- 
curate, however, these judges have not, 
technically speaking, “struck,” inas-

Their case is, it must be 
confessed, peculiarly hard. ‘To get their 
posts they had to go through a long and 
severe course of study; to keep them 
they have to work hard and to maintain 
at ‘the same time some “appearance.” 
Yet their pay goes as low as 50 yen 
monthly—which is exactly what some 
white scallywags and beachcombers are 
getting in Tokio for teaching English ten 
hours a week in rough and ready schools 
—and does not rise above 350 yen, which 
would not be regarded as an extravagant 
salary by a bookkeeper in a good foreign 
firm here. 


























SHADDY TREATMENT BY THE PoLITictANs. 

Last year a number of judges were dis- 
patched to Europe by the Gorernment 
“ona tour of inspection,” as the Japanese 
phrase goes, and on their arrival home 
they created a sensation by bluntly de- 
claring in a memorial that Japanese judges 
were disgracefully underpaid and that on 
this account they did not receive auythings 
like the consideration which their con= 
freres in Europe and America enjoyed. 
In consequence, it is believed, of that 
memorial, the Government endeavoured 
in next year's Budget to bring about an 
increase ‘of the judical salaries, but the 
House of Representatives rejected the 





proposal. This action on the part of the! 


House was all the more singular as both 
Honses had, while scornfully refusing to 
consider the claim of judges who were trs- 
ing to keep body and soul together on 
yen 50 per mensem, roted to raise the 
salaries of their own meuibers from $00 to 


2,000 yen monthly for a few months’ work 
in the year.

AN INTERESTING POINT. 

In connection with this enquiry, a point 
of interest to seamen generally was raised 
by tho Marino Board's Counsel. The chief 
officer produced in support of his evidence 
the ship's log-book signed by himself 
and the Commander, and questioned 
by Counsel admitted that he was 
at his station forward, yet testified 
rogerding orders issued’ given from the 
bridge. Counsel gratuitously informed 
him that from a legal point of view he was 
undertaking a highly dangerous procecd- 
ing and ordered him not to do it again. 
‘The witness stated that he copied records 
kept by the other officers, whilst on watch, 
‘and asked “what if I am ordered to copy 
tho rough log?” Counsel merely repeated 
his warning with increased gravity. This 
constitutes a point that requires speedy 
settlement one way or the other by the 
Iearned lights in Admiralty legal proce- 
dure. 

UNCERTAINTY OF MAILS. 
Thero is a delightful uncertainty about 


the China mail from Australia that is highly 


bowildering to the ordinary correspondent, 
but is doubtless the cause of many a “‘cross- 
word” on the part of those having business 
relations with the East. An interval of 
three weeks has separated the departure of 
“this and the last” (as the layer of double 
events has it) mail. With cleven vessels 
engaged in the trado regularly, a more re~ 
gular dispatch might easily, one would 
think, be arranged. This week three are 
advertised to sail; in this connection a 
word of praise is due to the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha, who are the only one of the three 
companies concerned keeping to a regular 
time table; every four weeks. Their ship 
leaves Sydney and their arrivals and de- 
partures can be relied on to the day, which 
romark does not apply to tho other two 
Companies engaged in the Eastern trade.

EXECUTION OF NOTORIOUS CRIMINALS. 

The last act in the career of tho two 
aboriginals, who subjected a large section 
of N.S.W. backblocks country to a reign 
of terror during the months of August 
and September last, took place this week, 
with the execution of both criminals. 
Jacky Underwood was hanged at Dubbo 
Gaol on the iGth, whilst his comrade in 
their brief career of murder and robbery 
suffered tho extreme penalty of the law in 
Syduey on the 18th. Amongst those who 
signed tho certificate as having witnessed 
the execution of tho latter was George 
Mawbey, brother of the mau whose wife 
and several of his family met their death 
at the hands of the latter murderer and his 
accomplices. The former met his end in 
fa most unconcerned manner, his final re- 
mark being to ask the attendant chaplain 
“if ho thought he would be in Heaven in 
time for dinner?” 

A LAW AGAINST QUACKERT. 

N.S.W. has put into force an act to re- 
strain non and illegally qualified persons 
from calling and advertising themselves 
doctors. ‘This has been badly wanted for 
Fears past, as owing to the absence of legal 
enactment on the subject, that State had 
become the home of quacks of all nations. 
{Several prosecutions have already taken 
place, and as the lowest fine is @ matter 
of £50, some improvement ought soon to 
develop. Tho act is being just as string- 
ently administered in country districts, a 
prosecution taking place the other day at 
an up-country town called Wagga (cele- 
brated in the Tichborne case) where 
chemist recently arrived from Tasmania 
was fined the abore sum, for using the 
medical title.

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‘THE GREAT FUNERAL. 
Isaw it from Boundary Road, the broad 
road between Oxford and ‘Cambridge 
‘Terraces, leading from Edyware Road. I 
stood between ‘a sergeant of the Sth 
Fusiliers and a Yorkshire militiaman in the 
troops lining the route, and what impressed 
me most there almost in the midst of 
the crowd, as it impressed those who looked 
down on the procession from windows and 
verandahs and housetops, was the wouder- 
ful silence. Ail the time one was haunted 
by recollections of the Jubilee celebration. 
It is truo that the troops were sumbre and 
sad, as belitted the occasion, in their over- 
alls, marching slowly; but there was a 
group of colonial oficers to recall one of 
the chiof features of the Diamond Jubiteo 
pageant. And when the eight cream- 
coloured horses came into view witin their 
well-r.membered gorgeous _ trappings, 
pestillions, and fuotmen in tho samo 
brillant uniforms only differenced by a 
band of crape on the left arm, the whole 
memory of tht great day of triumph rushed 
upon us, and then came the gun carringe, 
with its dazzling white pall richly em- 
broidered with the Royal arms covering the 
coffin, and upon it the glittering crown and 
regalia. ‘Then the King, with his brother 
the Duke and his nephew the German Em~ 
peror, followed by the host of Kings aud 
Royal princes on horseback, their uniforms 
only partly hidlen by cloaks, flashed by 
almost before one had time to ‘see them— 
for there must have been few who cated to 
take their eyes off that pathetic central 
object of the pageant so long as it remained 
insight. ‘The Queen and. prinovsses Sin 
their closed carriages were so thickly veiled 
that one only knew who they were from 
the positions thoy occupied, aud then in 
a few minutes tho lines keeping the route 
were broken, and the vast crowds began 
slowly to melt away, though for a time they 
seemed to Gil not only the main strecis 
but every side street and byway in the 
neighbourhood. ‘That it was a far greater 
crowd than those which came to see either 
of the Jubilee processions all are agreud, 
THE KING, 

Of the other moving scenes, at Osborne, 
across Spithead, at Portsmouth, at W. 
sor, from the’ time when the Queen’ 
romains were removed from the dvath 
chamber at Osborne on Friday, till they 
wero laid at rest beside Prince Albert at 
Frogmore on Sunday, 1. will say uothing, 
I did not see them, and doubtless many 
full accounts will have xeached Shanghai 
from those who were present, One thing, 
however, has impressed everybody, 
and that is the admirable beating of the 
King throughout. Amid the innumerable 
cares and respoi 8 which were lis in 
the time of his great sorrow, his cousidera- 
tion and thoughfulness for others were 
never failing. His messages to lis peup 
at home and in distant parts of his Empiro 
have doubtless reached you long ago. All 
who contributed to the organisation of 
every detail in the funeral arrangements 
havo received his thanks, And they have 
deserved it, we never have had a series 
vf pageants so perfectly organised. From 
beginning to end thero was but one hitch, 
and that was not altogether unfortu- 
nate, since it enabled the bluejackets to 
pan a lat sorvice to their dead Queen by 
raging her remains up the hill at Windsor 
to St. George’s Chapel. ‘Then the nation 
is very grateful to King Edward for the 
readitiess with which he responded to the 
representations made to him as to the loss 
and suffering which would be eaused by too 
long a period of mourning. In the pro- 
cession, his Majesty, who had not been 
seen on horseback in public since his 
accident, sat his horse magnificently, aud 
really looked, in the hackneyed Shake- 
spearean phrase, “every inch a King.” 
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THE KalseR. 

Next to the King and Lord Roberts 
there was, as may be imagined, no person 
in the procession who attracted more 
attention than the German Emperor. 
‘There was, of course, on the day of the 
funeral, no possibility for the people to 
express to him in any way their gratitude 
for the kindly feeling which he has shown 
towards his English relations in this time 
of their sorrow 5 but it is another instance 
of that thoughtfulness for everybody on the 
part of the King to which I have referred 
that he gave the people of London such an 
opportunity on Tuesday when he rode from 
Paddington to Marlborough House and 
thience to Charing Cross Station with the 
King by his side, Nothing could have 
boon heartier than the reception which the 
Emperor received ; and the King for his 
art di all he could to put himself in the 

‘ackground so that all the honours of that 
triumphal progress might seom to be paid 
to the Emperor William alone. ‘The route, 
in parts where the very short time at the 
command of the local authorities had ren- 
dered it impossible to cope with the condi. 
tions, was inches deop in sloppy, thawing 
snow, but the crowds nevertheless waited 
for hours to eee the King and his Imperial 
guest go by. 

THE COURT IN LONDON. 

Yesterday we had another little pageant, 
when ‘the King and Queen, with the little 
Prince Edward, rode along the same route 
from Paddington to take up their residence 
at Marlborough House. With them was 
the little Prince Edward, who being at an 
ago when sorrow sits lightly, tuok unres- 
trained delight in the manifestations of 
welcome which he shared with his grand- 
parents, It is iow announced that the 
opening of Parliament on Thursday neat 
by the King in person, accompanied 
by the Queen, is to be a full State 
coremoninl, so wo shall bo treated to yet 
another pageant. As may be imagined, the 
Lord Chamberlain is simply overwhelmed 
with applications from people who think 
they have a claim to be prosent at the 
seremony of the formal opening in the 
House of Lords, when it is expected the 
King will make his declaration to maintain 
the Protestant reli Whore the Court 
will afterwards reside has not yot been 
officially announced ; but there is uot mueh 
doubt that henceforth Buckingham Palace 
will once more be for long periods the 
rosidence of the Court. 

‘THE civiL LisT, 

Truly as the Queen is mourned, it 
cannot be donied ‘that thero is a strong 
sense of satisfaction of the knowledge 
when once the period of mourning is over 
the London seasons will again be brighten- 
ed by wrosident Court. But if we aro to 
have a brilliant Court we must pay for i 
‘Thore are already romours that Parlia- 
ment is to be asked for a substantial 
ineresso in the Civil List, and I can 
confirm these rumours on the very highest 
authority. There are also rumours that, 
the King has, as Prince of Wales, found 
it impossible to live within his allowances, 
and that he has accumulated considerable 
debts for the repayment of which some 
provision will be made. However that 
may be, the most rigid advocate of state 
economy can hardly deny that some 
increase of the Civil Liss may reasonably 
be asked for. Queen Victoria, it is under- 
stood, was only enabled with difficulty to 
keep within her means by the life of 
semi-retiremont which she led. Her 
Civil List was placed at £ 385,000, though 
T believe certain additions ultimately 
brought it up to a little over £ 400,000, 
In return for this she surrendered for her 
life and for six months afterwards the land 
revenues of the Crown, and during her 
reign those land revenues have increased in 
value from £180,000 to £450,000; and this 
ia likely to bo largely increased when 
the leases of Regent Street, which is 




































































Grown property, fall in. How far the 
sovereign bes © sight to cli these laud 
revenues as his own personal property is, 
an arguable question ; but what is certain 
is that tho British Civil List is very small 
compared with that of other great Powers 
and as compared with that of the Queen’ s 
jecessors.

PROCESSION 70 THE KING'S PARLIAMENT. 


In spite of the deep mourning worn by 
all the ladies, yesterday's ceremony, when 
the King opened his first Parliament, in 
full state, was the most brilliant that has 
been witnessed for many a year. In:the 
first place the great gilt state coach “was 
sean in the streets for the Grst time for 
some forty years. It is really a very 
handsome cliariot, and with some thrce 
hundred pounds’ worth of fresh gold-leaf 
upon it, it glittered in the sun most 
brilliantly, Everybody is agreed, however, 
that the most wonderful sight in'the whole 
procession was Queen Alexandra, She 
really looked scarcely more than twenty, 
far younger, indeed, then her two daugh- 
ters who attended’ the ceremony—the 
Duchess ef Fife and the Princess Charles 
of Denmark. It was indeed almost 
impossible to convinee oneself that she 
was in her fifty-seventh year. Un- 
fortunately the Princess Vietoria, who was 
to have occupied a seat with her father and 
mother in the state carriage, had a bad cold 
and had to stay at home; and a simila 
cause prevented the attendance of the 
Dake of Cormwall at the ceremony in the 
Lords. But the crowds along the line of 
route had a goodly show for their money ; 
there were again the eight cream-coloured 

onies which had beon seen only twelve days 
Before drawiog the guo-carriage bearing the 
mortal remains of Queen Victoria on its 
journey towards Windsor; and as all the 
Royal Princes end Princesses gathered at 
Buckingham Palace before going to the 
House, there wero a number of minor 
processions of Royalty along the whole route 
before the great State procession came by, 
and now that Parliament Street has been 
widened to the full width of Whitehall, the 
cavalcade hada splendid broad way to go 
right from Buckingham Palace to the 
Victoria Tower by way of the Mall, the 
Horse Guards’ Parade, Whitehall, ‘and 
New Palace Yard. 

IN THE LoRDs. 


Unfortunately the House of Lords, 
although it provides more than ample ac- 
Commodation for the average number of 
peers who attend its deliberations, is yet 
extremely small for n function like that of 
yesterday. Noble Lords who never dream 
of coming to transact the business of the 
nation ail wanted to attend yesterday's 
great pageant, and so did their ladies. 
Then accommodation had to be found for 
all the ambassadors, a host of state officials 
and innumerable other distinguished people 
in addition to the Princes and Princesses 
Consequently when His Majesty's faithful 
were summoned according to wont to hear 
his speech, not a tenth part of them could 
get into the Chamber. The King bore 
himself with perfect royal dignity. With 
stately grace he conducted the Queen to the 
replica of the Sovereign's throne which he 
had had made expressly for her; and he 
read his speech clearly and sonorously. 
Tt was altogether a scene of medieval 
pageantry such as comparatively few of 
those present had ever had an opportunity 
of witnessing, for of late years Her Majesty 
had shrunk more and more from the 
fatigue, It was strange to see the familiar 
figure of the Duke of Devonshire carrying 





























a cushion on which reposed the crown, and 
the Marquis of Londonderry pointing aloft 
the huge sword of State, with a host of 
minor titled dignitaries performing similar 
offices about the throne. 
THE PROTESTANT OATH. 

It cannot be said that the King’s speech 
was a thrillingly interesting oration ; but 
for that His Majesty was not to blame. For 
that part of the speech which expressed 
the King’s grief at his mother’s death and 
his resolution to walk€in her footsteps he 
was no doubt personally responsible ; but 
for the rest it is a fiction intended to 
deceive nobody, which declares that the * 
Lane is ‘‘in His Majesty's own words.” 

indeed the little ceremony which took 
place just before the speech was read had 
a greater interest for many of those pre- 
sent. This was the swearing of the ‘* Oath 
against Transubstantiation,” in which the 
Sovereign solemnly declares his belief that 
“there is not any transubstantiation of 
the clements of bread and wine into the 
body and blood of Christ at or after the 
consecration thereof by avy person what- 

oever ; and that the invocation or adora- 
‘of the Virgin Mary or any other 
saint, and the sacrifice of the mass, as 
they all now used in the Chureh’ of 
Rome, are superstitious and idolatrous,” 
and in which he proceeds to repudiate in 
the strongest terms the possibility of 
the Pope or anyone else absolving hin 
from this oath. The Duke of Norfolk and 
swenty-nine other Roman Catholic peers 
re addressed to the Lord Chancellor 
avery temporately worded protest against 
thatoath. They do not ask that it should 
be abolished; they only suggest a modi- 
fication of those parts which are specially 
provocative to ie religious feelings of 
Catholics. They express their conviction 
that the sovereign himself would “ willing- 
ly be relieved from the necessity of 
branding with contumelious epithets the 
religious tenets of any of his subjects.” 
Of course Mr. Kensit and a number of 
other “Protestants” of his stamp have 
a suspicion that the King or his advisers 
would attempt to shirk the administration 
of the oath. But more resonable Pro- 
testants admit that in these days, when 
nearly all religious tests have been 
abolished, this particular oath might well 
be framed in terms less insulting to th 
religious belief of a considerable minority 
of the nation.

When the two Houses of Parliament 
reassembled after the Royal pageant, the 
principal matter of discussion was of 
course the war. ‘The policy of the Govern- 
ment has been oxpressod clearly enough in 
the King’s speech. “I greatly regret,” he 
is made to say, “the loss of life and the 
expenditure of treasure due to the fruit- 
less guerrilla warfare maintained by Boer 
partisans in the former torritories of the 
two Republics. Their early submission is 
much to be desired in their own interests, 
as until it takes place it will be impossible 
for me to establish in those Colonies in- 
stitutions which will secure equal rights to 
all the white inhabitants, and protection 
and justice to the nativo population.” 
‘There is not much in;this for the Opposi- 
tion to take hold of ; “but they have found 
‘atext in the voluminous dispatches from 
Lord Roberts and his Generals in South 
‘Africa which have just, been published in 
the “London Gazette.” 
SIR REDVERS BULLER'S TERMS OF PEACE.

Before proceeding to comment on the 
accounts I will make a few remarks on the 
various matters which have passed under 
review during the year 1900. For sake of 
convenience I will deal first with those ap- 
pearing in the report, taking them in due 
onder. 

‘The report commences with the Volun- 
teer Corps, a suitable topic with which to 
commence when we recall what has taken 
place during the past twelvemonth. For 
many years past individual chairmen of 
Councils, Commanding Officers, and others, 
have repeatedly pointed out that while the 
‘Volunteer Force was in practice a very nice 
Club for our younger residents, still a time 
might arise when something more important 
than a parade or an outing at the rifle range 
would be required, and that, bearing this in 
mind, it was fitting that all the younger men 
should serve a term in the Corps. In spite 
of all that could be urged, the membership, 
however, remained far below what it should 
have been, and though forming a good 
nucleus for our defensive forces it was not in 
itself sufficient for our needs. No more 
striking proof of the wisdom of these warn- 
ings could have been furnished than our 
experiences of last summer. Almost in an 
instant we suddenly found ourselves in a

Settlements. That the men of the place 
promptly responded to the call of duty’ was 
only what was to be expected, butalthough it 
may be possible to make a fairly good. Vo-

cannot be evolved in so short-a space of time, 
as officers and non-commissioned officers 
cannot be provided so promptly. 
‘ght therefore that I should speci 
your attention to the fact that those of our 
fellow residents who possessed the requisite 
knowledge gladly placed themselves at the 
service of the Community and that we owe a 
deep debt of gratitude to the officers and 
non-commissioned officers of the 8. V. C. for 
their arduous labours in bringing the greatly 
increased force up to its present standard of 
efficiency. Where all were good! it is in- 
vidious to mention names, but I must make 
one exception, that of our acting Com- 
mandant Major Brodie Clarke. 

Our thanks are due to our American 

ilents who succeeded in forming a 
provisional Company, which, it is to. be 
regretted, could not through lack of menibers 
remain a permanent unit of the Corps. 
However we are glad to welcome the 
Customs Company and the Jupancee Con- 
tingent as additions to the S. V. C. Later on 
in the year Major-General Crengh, ¥.c., 
Kindly agreed to brigade the Volunteers 
with his forees, and our officers are thus 
taking full advantage of the presence of 
regular troops in Shanghai for eal 
training, which cannot but be greatly to the 
advantage of the Corps at large. 

‘The force has now been entirely armed 
with Lee-Metford rifles and MartiniMetford 
carbines, the four nine-pounder guns have 
been sent to Hongkong where they have 
been thoroughly overhauled, while the six 
Maxim: guns ordered some time ago have 
also arrived and have been issued. 

Before leaving the subject of Volunteers 
it is only right that I should place ou record 
how much we are indebted to the General 
Officer commanding the British 'Troops in 
Hongkong for the kindly aid rendered in 
supplying us with additional weapons and 
ammunition when the sudden call for these 
arose, and when his own resources were 
being taxed to the utinost to meet. the 
needs of Her Majesty's Forces in Hongkong 
and China, Later on I shull have to refer 
to the dislocation caused to our finances bj 
the unforeseen circumstances which occurre‘ 
during last summer Il therefore now 
merely mention, that while our total estimate 
for 1900 for the SV. ©. comes to Tucla 
18,000 exclusive of the 
expenditure including special defence ex- 
peuses amounted to nearly Taels 100,000. 


POLICE. 

Daring the Fear under review special 
demands were niade upon the force and wero 
cheerfully and readily responded to by all. 
Throughout the year the European section 
has been somewhat below the authorised 
strongth, but lately rocruits have been com- 
ing forward more readily and itistobe hoped 
that the difficulty of keeping the force up 
to its full strength may shortly be overcome. 

An increase of 20 men has been made in. 
the Sikhs. 

We have to regret the loss through death 
of two of our Inspectors, Mr. Reid and Mr. 
Hadley; while Mr. McEuen, son of our lato 
Captain Superintendent, has joined as a 
Cadet Officer. 

Mr. Pattisson, the Captain Superintendent, 
who had been seconded for three years, left 
for home in the autumn to rejoin the Koyal 
Trish Constabulary. 

Captain Boisragon, formerly of the Royal 
Irish Regt. and West Africa Constabulary, 
has just arrived and taken over command . 
of the Fores.” Captain Boisragon, who was 
selected at home from a very large number, 
has been.seconded for service in Shanghai by 
the British War Office. The Council con- 
siders that Shanghai is fortunate in obtain- 
ing the services of so distinguished and 
experienced an officer. ;

The 
Council may, in individual eases and after 
due enquiry, issue provisional licenses in the 
interval, but the intention is that all licenses 
shall in future expire simultaneously and 
that the public may thus have onco a year 
an opportunity of opposing or supporting 
the renewal of old licenses, 

For the first time for nearly 50. years 
Shangh: become & garrision town and 
wo have witnessed the unique spectacle 
ofaforce of several thousand men, repre- 
senting every branch of the military service 
and nearly every nationality to be found in 
Shanghai, being reviewed on our recreation 

round by the German Field Marshal. As 
is not to be wondered at, certain questions 
have from time to time arisen in connection 
with the policing of the Settlements, which 
had been complicated by the introduction of 
several thousand troops of many. different 
nationalities. ‘The need of some joint con- 
trol being exercised having been brought to 
the notice of the authorities, the Command- 
ing Officers of the three nationalities more 
directly concerned!,viz. Major-GeneralCreaz, 
Count Schlippenbach’ and Colonel de Vile 
liers, arranged among themselves to appoint 
a Provost Marshal who, acting in conjune: 
tion with the Municipal’ Authorities, should 
undertake the policing of the Settlements «o 
fur as dealing with the soldiers of their three 
nationalities were concerned. 

‘The Japanese, who had landed some 500 






















































marines, had already appointed their own | 2 





Provost Guard, ‘This system has from the 
first worked in an entirely satisfactory 
manner. 

T think that when we recall the extrt- 
osdinary circumstances under which the 
various troops are situated here, the diverse 
races represented and the temptations to go 
astray which are only too readily thrust 
upon them, we are only doing common 
justice when we state that as a whole the 
conduct of our visitors, the foreign troops, 
has been most exemplary and would, I feel 
convinced, compare most favourably with 
any gatrison town in Europe. (Applause.) 

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

‘The all important question of sanitation 
and its attendant concomitants has, as in 
years past, received the close attention of 
the Council, and under the able administra- 


























tion of Dr. Stanley matters relating to the 
public health have been carefully attended to. 


In this department asin other branches 
of the Municipal Staff it is increasingly 
difficult to obtain suitable men locally to fill 
the subordinate positions. 

Tn view of the recent advances which have 
been made in questions relating to anita: 
tion it is more than ever important that the 
subordinates in the Department should each 
in their respective degrees have received 
practical triining at hone. This of course 
tends to increase the cost_of working the 
department, but I do not think any one will 
deny that the extra expense thus incurred 
isa good investment for the Community. 

siderable attention has been paid to 
the improvement of the new extension of the 
ttlement by the filling in of ponds and 
lagoons whieh have been in time converted 
into mere cesspools, breeding beds for all 
manner of diseases, by the clearing out of 
main tidal creeks and the filling up of those 
portions of former erceks which have heen 
cut off by buildings, ete, from the parent 
stream. 

The steam disinfector at the General 
Hospital has by an arrangement with the 
Governors been transferred to the care of 
the Health Officer, and in future the dis- 
infecting of bedding and clothing will be 
effected free of cost. 

The new isola 
pleted and is now in use. 

‘The Victoria Nursing Home is nearly 
finished and will probably be shortly handed 
over to the Municipality. ‘The work done 
by the present. nursing staff has been satis-

A special comunittee of the Council 
was formed in October to enquire into the 
question of Iaundries and discovered an 
Onganised resistance on the part of the 
laundry men to any measures for improved 
sanitation. To keep prices within reason, 
ist upon good washing amidst healthy 
surroundings and at the same tim i 
strikes on the part of the openitiv 
of no little magnitude. 
It may not be out of place to here point 
out that we have no infectious hospital 
where foreign patients can be isolated, nor a 
lunatic asslum. Up to the present such 
ses as occurred have heen treated at the 
General Hospital, but the increasing demand 
on the hospital’ accommodation makes it 
more and more difficult every year to deal 
with such caces in a sutisfactory manner, and 
the Community will probably shortly have 
to consider the question of erecting a speci 
hospital for the treatment of infectious dis- 
eases and for the insane. 























‘The need for a properly appointed aud 
conveniently situated mortuary for the hold- 
ing of inquests, ete., is also becoming ap- 
parent, and it is possible that, if funds will 
permit, the work may be undertaken this 
year. 


Before leaving the subject of sanitation T 
would call your further attention to the fact 
that, with ‘the enlargement of our Settle- 
ments and the steady increase which is 
taking place is onr population, the work 
of the bealth department is also rapidly 
increasing.

‘This will still further be added to when 
an improved gaol system has been in- 
augurated. It will therefore probably be 
necessary for the incoming Council to con- 
sider the advisability of obtaining the 
services of an assistant health officer. 

CESSTS. 

During the year a new census has been 
taken of our population; this was fortunately 
done before the disturbances broke out in 
China, resulting in a great exodus of Chinese 
and influx of foreigners, 

The figures to be found in the report 
speak most eloquently of the advance which 
Shanghai has made during the past 30 
years. 

‘The foreign population is more th 
times what it was in 1870. sind 50° 
than in 1895, the total being 6,800) 
ents and 1,250 shipping population. 

‘The estimate of Chinese shows an equally 
large increase. In 1870. the figures were 
75,000, in 1895 241,000, while last year the 
total amounted to 345,000. 

PUBLIC BAND. 

‘The Bandmaster’s agreement having ex- 
ired, a new bandmaster has been selected at 
home and is now here. As Mr. Valenza hax 
had_considerable experience of the Fast and 
in Manila and also brings a good record 
swith him, it isto he hoped he will be able to 
satisfactorily fill the somewhat difficult post 
of bandmaster in Shanghai. 

FIRE BRIGADE. 

AAs usual the work of the brigade has been 
excellent. What amount of self-denial is 
required of those gentlemen, who volunteer 
for this work can best be judged by 
the fact that in order to win from their 
colleagues the cup which, is given an- 
nually by the Municipal Council to. one 
meniber of each Company, three winners 
had to attend every fire during the twelve- 
month and the others are close behind them 
in the record. 

As we all know, there is a good deal of 

done by various members 
of the Community, for the Community, but 
T feel sure no one will dispute my statement 
when T affirm that of them all none are 
more deserving of our sincerest gratitude 
than the members of the Volunteer Fire 
Brigade. It cannot be expected that, with 
the increasing size of our town, we can con- 
tinne for very much longer to work with an 
entirely unpaid brigade, but we all hope 
that the day is still distant when we will 
have to make a change in this direction:

roads naturally demands the greater share 


‘our attention. The most important work 
in this connection carried out during the past 
year is the construction of the “Gordon 

coal” from Alpha Farm to the loop at 
Jessfield, with a branch road to the Soocho 
Creck called “Ferry Road.” It is proposed to 
construct a system of cross roads from, the 
main thoroughfare across the whole of our 
new settlements. A rough sketch of the 
plan of this system is exhibited here to-day. 
‘The Council fully appreciates the important 
bearing which roads will have on the future 
development of the town and tothis end aro 
doing all in their power to secure the neces 
sary Jand, which later on canbe 
converted into roads. So much has to be 
done, while funds are by no means too 
plentiful, that at the moment our efforts 
must be directed principally towards the 
acquisition of the land. The rest will follow 
in due course. 

We regret that once again the question of 
Shéngkoed land has obtruded itselfupon our 
notice, we trust for the last time. The 
machinations of the Shéngko Office hava 
now been so thoroughly exposed that it is 





























to be hoped in future no foreigners will do 
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anything which will in the slightest degree 
assist those working under the protection of 
that office to carry on the malpractices which 
have obtained in the past. 

If the decision given in a recent arbitration 
case can be accepted as an indication of official 
sentiment in the matter, it is satisfactory to 
note thet in this respect it would appear we 
may be able'in future to count upon the 
support of the Consular Authorities in com- 
bsting the action of the Shengko Office. 

With regard to roads outside the Settle. 
ments, I regret to say that up to the present 
we have been unable to carry out the wishes 
of the ratepayers as expressed in last year’s 
Resolution No. VII for acquiring a road to 
the hills. 

Every effort todo so has been made, but 
hitherto without success. The matter isstill 
receiving our earnest attention and I ho} 
that in a vear'stime the Chairman of the 
Council will be able to tell you that this 
most _important outside improvement to all 
the Foreign Settlements of Shanghai has 
been satisfictorily carried through. 

‘With regard to our ganiens and play- 
Grounds I would remark that, while these 

ave been kept up in the usual manner, we 
are rapidly outgrowing them. A visit to 
them on any fine afternoon, more particular- 
ly a Saturday afternoon, will convince any- 
‘one that we require more open spaces for 
our children and ourselves to disport in. 

This is not altogether a question which 
rests with the Municipal Council. While we 
certainly require more open spaces, I think 
the most pressing need is for one somewhere 
in the neighbourhood of Li Hongkew. where 
large tract of ground should be acquired 
sufficient in years to come to provide a 
recreation ground for the large foreign 
population which will undoubtedly existthere 
ina few years’ time. It is for the Shanghai 
Community to act now while it still 
possible to secure land at something like a 
Teasonable figure within acomparatively short 
distance of one of our most thickly populated 
European quarters, in order that the uext 
generation may have the same advantages 
which we now enjoy through the liberality 
ind foresight of our predecessors. 

‘During the year the new Chinese building 
ions have been published, which will, 
I believe, have a very beneficial effect in 
several respects on this class of building in 
our Settlements. 

In this connection I would now state that 
although these rules were published in 
October and February last no objections 
were raised by the landowners until last 
Saturday, when Resolution IX as now pub- 


























lished was handed in. Since then a good 
deal of discussion has taken place on the 
subject and Iam now authorised to say that 


the proposer and seconder of the resolution 
have agreed to withdraw it on the under- 
standing that the Municipal Council will be 
prepared to receive the landlords’ suggestions 
in writing and give then full consideration. 
It is of course understood that the Connell 
‘cannot promise to accept all or any of their 

gestions but will give them full consider- 
ation and discussion, and they will be 
adopted if it be found compatible with the 
public interests, 

‘This applies equally to the rules for Foreign 
Buildings, upon which too the landowners 
will be consulted. As stated on page 285 of 
the Report the opinion of local architects 
has already been asked and I would take this 

portunity of reminding these geutlemen 
that, up to the present, with one exception. 














they have not given us the benefit of 
their views. 

Good, progress has been made during the 
year with the surveys of the Settlement 


extensions which are now approaching 
completion. 

In this connection I must. refer to a very 
great benefit which we have secured during 
the past year in the formation of a 
‘Municipal Cadastral Office. The need of 
such an office has been advocated for mia 
years past and the thanks of the Community 
should be most heartily accounted to the 











which they have met us in this matter. The 
drawing up of the scheme involved no little 
Tabour on those more directly engaged upon | 
the work and it is only right therefore that 
Ishould specially mention Mr. Van Walree, 
the Netherlands Consul, and Mr. Bourne, 
the British Consul, with whom was associat- 
ed Mr. Mayne, the Municipal Engineer. The 
Community a3.a whole is greatly indebted 
to these gentlemen for the trouble they have 
taken in arranging the details of this valu- 
able and progressive measure. 
ASSESSMENT OF LAND. 


Resolution V.., with regard to theassessment 
of land as passed af Inst meeting of 
the ratepasers, lias been acted upon, and an 
assessment has consequently been made of 
all the land included in the new extension 
of the settlements, with the exception of a. 
small section in’ the Eastern District of 
which the survey has not yet been completed. 
As this assessment dealt with a new area 
altogether, the labours of the Committee 
have been particularly onerous, and we are 

tly indebted to the gentlemen who 

formed the Committee, viz: Messrs. F. M. 
Gratton, J. Cooper and J. Prentice, for the 
great amount of time they devoted to their 
work and for the valuable results arising 
therefrom. 

















ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

Separated, so far as its financial organisa- 
tion is concerned, from the general municipal 
accounts, we have the much abused Electrical 
Department, and in rendering an account of 
its year's working the Council has again to 
come before the Public with the watchword 
“Patience.” 

‘The programme sketched’out bythe Chair- 
man last year has been closely adhered to so 
far as the writing down of the plant is ¢ 

thus out of the profit on working 
account of some Tis. 33,590, Tis, 20,000 has 
been applied to this purpose. leaving 
plant standing inthe Books at’Tis. Y 
and the Incandescent at Tis. 117,000. 
The fact. that the overdraft has risen 
to Tis. 12,000 is easily accounted for when it 
is noticed that 'Tls. 25,500 has been expended 
in new plant and that the value of saleable 
stock and stores was at the close of the year 
as high as Tis. 55,000, the year having 
opened with stores valued at Tis. 39,000. 
The book value of Land and Buildings is a 
low one and the balance sheet is undoubted- 
ly assuming year by year a more satisfactory 
character. 

The chief cause of public complaint, de- 
fective street lighting. would, we had hoped, 
have been remedied before the date of this 
meeting by the erection of 50 new are lamps 
which have been recently purchased, but 
unavoidable delays have arisen in placing the 
new circuits in position and it may yet be 
some weeks before you will have an opport- 
unity of judging of tbe quality of the lamps. 

‘This part of my speech was written some 
days ago, and since then 25 lamps have 
been placed in position, and I hope the 
others will soon be there. 

In incandescent house lighting a reorgani- 
sation has been going on throughout, the 
year by the introduction of a system of sub- 
station transformers, and, thou:th some 
inconvenience has heen caused while the 
transition was in process, the work is now 
completed and good results cannot fuil to 
accrue. 

During the ensuing summer arrangements 
will be made for an all day supply of current 
provided the demand is sufficient, and 2 con- 
signment of fan motors has been indented 
for in this connection. 

Before leaving this subject I would men- 
tion that the Council is losing the services of 
its Superintendent, whose agreement has ex- 
pired this month.’ His successor is already 
en route from England and the future suc- 
cess of the Departinent will largely depend 
on his capacity for administrative organisa- 
tion. 









































GARBAGE DESTRUCTOR. 
Although it is now five years sinew a vote 





to enable the Municipality to purchaso a 
garbage destructor, this most necessary aid to 
scavenging has not yet been procured. 

I understand experiments are still being 
carried out in Calcutta and elsewhere from 
hich we may in time derive the necessary 
information. “In many parts of the world 
destructors of various Kings are in full and 
satisfactory working, but s0 far as our require- 
ments are concerned, the experimental stage 
hhas not yet been passed. So far as I am aware 
no destructor has as yet been invented calcu- 
lated to consume garbage containing so high 
a percentage of mud, broken: tiles, crockery 
cte,, as 33 per cent, the estimated proportion 
to be found in the sweepings of the Shanghai 
streets. 

‘The necessity for some better means of 
disposing of our garbage than that supplied 
by the existing system is apparent when T 
remind you that during last year the Council 
had to deal with the collection and disposal 
of upwards of 100,000 tons of garbage. 

‘TELEPHONES. 

During the last year good progress has 
been made with the erection and extension 
of the mew telephone service under the 
agreement entered into with the Mutual 
Telephone Company last spring. Some 500 
subscribers are already connected with the 
exchauge, while arrangements are now being 
made to place underground those cables 
which were temporarily hung overhead. 

‘The drawing of the agreement has not 
deen completed in time to go into the report, 
but will appear in this year’s report. How: 
erer, the terms of the arrangement’ entered 
into’ hetween the Municipality and the 
Telephone Company will be found in the 
published correspondence. 

CHINESE EDUCATION SCHES 

In the report will be found letters from 
gentlemen who had undertaken to raise the 
necessary funds to start the proposed Hduca- 
tional Establishment for Chinese as set forth 
in Resolution VI of last ratepayers’ meeting, 
from which it will he seen that, owing to the 
disturbed state of the country, they have 
been unable to collect suflicient funds, 
‘They ask that the matter be held in_abey: 
anes, as they hope to suceced in doing so 
during the current year, ‘The Council 
readily agreed to this request, and it is to be 
hoped by the ti meet that the 
Chinese school will be an established fact. 
TCTPALITY 


Our relations which our friends on the 
south side of the Yang-king-pang have 
continued to be of the most conlial 
acter.

A high example of 
probity, business capability and sound enm- 
mon sense Mr. Brand’s services were in 
requisition. ‘The company or 
which counted David Brand 
‘Managers, counted itself fortunate. 
- Brand had lately somewhat 
from public life, leaving the more 
onerous work to younger men, still at the 
time of his death he was a Governor of the 
General Hospital and was a member of the 
Land Commission, thus to the last being 
closely connected with our Municipal work. 

‘The news of the untimely death of Mr. 
Charles Dowdall under such distressing 
circumstances, which has recently reached 
us, came T feel sure as a shock to us all. 
Like Mr. Brand, Mr. Dowdall had been Ion; 
w leading man’ in both the sporting and 
busines life of Shanghai. He also, had 
served his tum on the Council and at the 
time of his death held the position of 
Legal Adviser to the Municipality. Mr. 
Dowdall’s open-handed — generosity is 
well-known to all. How many of his 
Jess fortunate fellow residents owe him a 
deep debt of gratitude is known to no one, 
was perhaps hardly known to Mr. Dowdall 
himself, for_ if anyone truly acted up to the 
Scriptural injunction it was Mr. Dowdall, 
who did not let his left hand know the good 
deeds done by his right. 

In view of the debt Shanghai owes to our 
four friends I think it only fitting that at 
this, the fit mecting of the ratepayers 
which has taken place since their death, 
their names and work should he specially’ 
recalled to mind. 

Jam sure that I am correatly voicing the 
feeling of this meeting when I say that we 
realise Shanghai is the poorer for their loss 
and that our most heartfelt and sincerest 
sympathy went out to their respective 
families in their bitter bereavement.

BUDGET For 1901. 
Mr. E. A. Hewsrr—t now rise to move— 
Resolution V:—That the estimated expen- 

diture in the Municipal Budget for the year 

commencing Ist January, 1901, and ending 

Bist December, 1901, as proposed by the 

retiring Council, together with the recom- 

mendations attached thereto, be approved 
and adopted, and that the Council be 
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authorised to impose, collect and recover the 
rates, taxes, dues ‘and fees recommended 
therein, and to raise, should it be considered 
expedient to do so, a sum not exceeding Tis. 
240,000 (taels two ‘hundred and forty thou- 
sand) by the issue of Debentures redeemable 
in not less than five and not more than twenty 
years from date of issue and bearing interest 
atarate not exceeding six per centum per 
annum, for the purposes Mined in’ the 
estimate of extraordinary expenditure. 

As Iwill explain later, I have a slight 
alteration to propose in this. 

Twill preface my remarks by stating thai 
while no great change is proposed in the 
taxation during the current year it must be 
remembered that year by year our expenses 
are rapidly increasing. 

T have already in my previous remarks 
indicated certain directions in which addi- 
tional heavy expenditure may be incurred in 
the immediate future. I would recall to 
your minds the very able manner in which 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
two years ago pointed out that before long 
it would be necessary to make the income 
more nearly approach the expenditure, and 
flint we stiould in the future rely less "upon 
loans for developing our Settlements, more 
particularly as regards unremumerative 
works such as roads, ete, ete, 

While it is admitted’ that the ratepayers 
of the future should bear their share of this 
development so far as may be, it must also 
be remembered that the cost, including as it 
ought, and indeed must, many miles of 
roadways, cannot be entirely met by 
borrowed’ money. One of tivo things would 
in the course of a few years happen. Either 
we would be weighed down with an ex- 
cessive debt, or the necessary improvements 
would not be carried out, to the manifest 
disadvantage of the Shanghai of the future. 

‘The question of increasing the revenue 
must therefore be one which will require 
early attention, and the incoming Finance 
Committee will be asked to give it their 
special consideration. It may be that as a 
result of their deliberations, you may be 
asked a year hence to sanction an increase 
in certain of the modes of taxation. 

The remarks prefacing the Budget ax 
published in the Report and Budget (page 
435/45) give a brief summary of the main 
points. 

In this connection I would to 
state that since the printing of the 
Budget the question of licensing lotteries 
has assumed an entirely different aspect 
owing to the position now taken up by the 
Consular Body. I shall deal with this 
subject Iater and will therefore confine 
myself for tho moment to remarking that 
if tho decision of the Council meets with 
the general approval of tho ratepayers the 
estimated revenue to be derived from 
lotteries will be reduced by about Tis. 
35,000. To meet this deficiency I will 
therefore propose an amendment to this 
resolution to the effect that the Counci 
be authorised to raise by debentures the 
sum of Tls. 270,000. ‘This will leaves us 
with an estimated credit of some Ts. 
2,000 instead of Tis. 7,500 as shewn in the 
printed Budget of 1901. 

The schedule of the rates, taxes, license 
fees, etc., for 1901, as’recommended by the 
outgoing Council, is before you, and will, 
with your permission, be taken as read. This 
is practically the same as that adopted last 
year with the exception that it is proposed 
to levy a tax on Foreign establishments for 
the sale of liquor, as well as Chinese ; that 
the monthly ‘Eee for lotteries be raised from 
$1000 to $2000; and that a monthly fee be 
levied on native lodging houses. 




















LOTTERIES. 

The regent correspondence which has 
passed between the Municipal Council and 
‘the Consular Body published on the 16th 
instant in the local Press explains the 
change which has taken place in to 





this matter since the publication of the Re- 


Port and Budget. 


Jn order to explain the exact position of 
affairs I wal nor read the Sees corer: 
dence which has passed on the subject. 

Pothe Senior Consul now writes : 

“Thave the honour to inform you that I 
submitted to the Consular Body at a meei- 
ing held to-day your letter of yesterday re- 

lying to mine of 11th instant, on the 
Tore question. Steet 3 

“I am now des my’ colleagues to 
state that the Consular Body ‘unanimously 
undertake to carry out Bye-law XXXIV by 
inflicting the penalty prescribed on any per- 
son selling lottery tickets without a license, 
and now trust that you will be,able to give 
fall effect to the recommendation contained 
in our letter of 11th March.” 

To which the Council replied yesterday : 

“Thave the honour to acknowl the 
receipt of your letter of the 16th instant, 
informing the Council of the unanimou sde- 
cision of the Consular Body to inflict the 
penalities called for in Bye-law XXXIV 
upon their nationals when found guilty of 
selling lottery tickets without a license.” 

“The Council records this decision with 
great satisfaction, inasmuch as it is caleulat- 
ed to entirely dispose of the difficulty in the 
suppression of lotteries in the Settlement so 
far as foreigners are concerned; your letter, 
however, makes no allusion to the point 
raised in the concluding paragraphs of the 
Council's communication of the sth instant, 
Trefer to the manner in which it is proposed 
to abolish the Chinese lotteries whic are 
established under official sanction of the 
Chinese Government, 

“In the face of the statement made by the 
Taotai Yi in his letter to yourself dated 9th 
May last, vide the enclosure in the Council's 
letter above referred to, it cannot be expect- 
ed that the Mixed Court Magistrate will act 
otherwise than in compliance with his 
‘superior’s instructions. In view of which it 
would appear to the Council to be necessary 
to communicate with the Taotai in the mat- 
ter, inhening him of the resolution of the 
Consular Body regarding foreigners concern- 
ed in the sale of tickets, and asking for an 
assurance that he will assist in the work of 
abolition by withdrawing his official protec- 
tion from any lottery so fur as this Settle. 
meut is concerned.” 

This, Indies and gentlemen, explains the 
position which the Council now finds 
itself in, The Consular Bedy have 

edged “themselves to assist the 

Council in putting down the sale of lottery 
tickets by foreigners in the Settlements. 
So far as this takes us it is eminently satis- 
factory, and our sincerest thanks are due 
to the Consuls for the position they have 
taken up in this matter, for I think we all 
as a community are agreed that lotteries 
are to the last degree undesirable and de- 
moralising, and that they should be put 
down. As you will see, however, the 
question of the sale of tickets by Chinese 
is not yet on am equally satisfactory foot 
ing. The dispatch from the Taotai for- 
warded to the Council last summer by the 
Senior Consul points to the possibility of 
our being unable to satisfactorily deal 
with this question until we obtain from 
the Chinese authorities an assurance that 
in this respect they will follow the 
example set by the Foreign Consuls and 
enforce the local regulations against, theit 
subject 

However, the recommendation which 
the Council has to make is that from the 
1st April licenses for lotteries be refused 
and that every possible means be taken to 
enforce observance of the regulation which 
prohibits the sale of tickets belonging to 
unkcensed lotteries. 

The alternative, as set forth in our letter 
to the Senior Consul of the 19th instant, 
is that licenses be granted, but under such 
conditions as to make the sale of tickets 
‘unremunerative. 


Pending receipt of the final decision of 
the Chinese authorities in this matter, it 




















is still uncertain whether the steps pro- 
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posed by the Council will have the desired 
result, and we must therefore ask to have 
the power left in our hands: to issue 
licenses if necessary, so that if all other 
means fail in stopping the sale of tickets 
by the Chinese we can resume licensing 
but under such conditions as will render 
a remunerative business under the license 
impossible. 

It is necessary to leave this power in 
the hands of the Council, as otherwise ex- 
perience may show that we are again mis- 
taken as to the effect of the legislation 
and that it will be necessary to call an- 
other meeting of the ratepayers to enable 
us to properly deal with the question. 
LICENSING OF NATIVE HOTELS AND LODGING 

HOUSES. 

‘The question of licensing these establish- 
ments was first raised by the Chinese 
Authorities. 

‘The Council readily agreed that it was ad- 
visable to. increase the police supervision 
over these houses, and therefore recommend 
the tax for this purpose, rather than as a 
source of revenue. 

ORDINARY INCOME AND EXPENDITURE. 

‘The ordinary income has been calculated 
at Tis. 1,034,000, while the ordinary expend- 
ture is estimated at Tis. 957,000, leaving a 
credit balance of Tls. 77,000. ‘This, however, 
will now be reduced by the decrease in lottery 
revenue to Tl. 42,000. 

Police:—The net expenditure for the 
Police, exclusive of the gaol, amounts to 
Taels 280,000. ‘These figures are based on 
the present authorised strength, including 
estimated staff of the Wayside Police Station, 
but it is not probable that this Station will 
be opened during the year. 

‘Health Departmnt :—Shows an increase 
over last years expenditure of Taels. 11,700, 
chiefly die to increase in staff and of nur- 
ning home, ' 

‘ngineer’s Department:—The estimate 
under this heading amounts to Taels 899,000, 
being an increase of Taels 22,000, due to in- 
creased expenditure on drains, and on most of 
the smaller items such as water, gas, etc. 

Volunteers :—The estimate this year has 
been placed at Taels 24,000, us against an 
estimate last year of Tacls 18,000, to meet the 
requirements of the enlarged force. 

Educational Grants :—The ouly point 
which calls for special mention under this 
heading is the increased grant to_the Public 
School. For some time past the Educational 
Committee have felt that in order to bring the 
school up to the proper standard, an inerens- 
ed staf was required and certain changes 
should be made in the school-books and 
apparatus. 

they considered, however, that before | 
ing their views before the ratepayers and 
asking for an increased grantit was advisable 
to have their decision confirmed by an in- 
dependent commission. 

The following gentlemen were therefore 
requested to hold the necessary enquiry and 
kindly consented to do so, vizi Messrs. G. J. 
Morrison, F.S. A. Bourne, D. McNeill, C. W. 
Hykes, R. E. Lewis and the Rev. James 
Jackson. 

"The very able and exhaustive report made 
by these gentlemen fully bore out the deci- 
sion of the Educational Committee. Tt will 
be found on page No. 7 in the Public School 
report which has been distributed. 

‘Arrangements are now being made to 
carry out the recommendations of the Special 
Conimittee, and the School Couunittee 
elieve that when these have been complet- 
ed the school will be placed finally ona 
proper footing, which has hitherto been 
impossible owing to the absence of sufficient 
funds. Once this.is done, we believe that 
‘with an improved school before long we wlil 
gee a satisfactory inerease in the number of 
pupils which will enable us to dispense to a 
Considerable extent with Municipal assist- 
ance. The Council strongly recommends 
the adoption of this scheme. 

The ordinary Budget was estimated to 
srotuce a credit of Tis. 77,000, since re- 

iced to Tis, 42,000. 






































EXTRAORDINARY BUDGET. 
The Council now recommends to the 


te 
pagers that permission be granted to issue 
luring the year debentures to the extent of 
Tis, 270,000 which, together with the Tls. 
42,000 already referred to, gives a credit of 
‘Tis, 312,000. 

The entries on the other side of the 
account, showing how itis proposed to expend 
this money, do not call for a very full 
explanatiot 

nly work which appears really necessary 
has been included, while it is to be hoped 
that full provision has been made for road 
development. The sum estimated, viz: Tls. 
$0,000, may, however, be exceeded, provided 
the revenue appears to justify an increased ex- 
penditure and, in the opinion of the Council, it 
appears desirable to extend operations in 
this direction. 

‘The only other point to which I will 
specially refer is the question of a Municipal 
guol. 

The old fem by which prisoners were 
either detained in the police cells or at the 
Mixed Court prison being highly unsatis- 
factory, asyou are aware two years ago arran- 
gements were made with the British Consul- 
General whereby a portion of the Consulate 
gaol was rented for a sum of Taels 3,600 p.a. 
Although it was at first intended to confine 
126 prisoners there, it was subsequently 
found necessary on the recommendation of 
the Health Oiticer to reduce the number 
to 84. We have thus comparatively speak- 
ing a very expensive gaol, bearing in mind 
the small number of prisoners it ean accom- 
modate. The cells at the Police 
still remain full; no provision can be made 
for the detention of juveniles or women, 
who have to be left to the mercies of the 
Mixed Court. 

In addition to these drawbacks sick pri- 
have to be confined at the isolation 
hospital, throwing a good deal of extra 
work upon the police force. 

piece of ground was purchased two 
years ago close to the Wayside Police Station 
there itis propose a proper gal shoul be 
erected, the estimated cost of the building 
being Tis. 80,000. If this vote is passed 
it is estimated that the building can be 
completed by the eud of next year. Pro- 
yision has therefore been made in the 
budget for Tis. 40,000 to be expended 
during the current year. 

‘Another and very important consideration 
in favour of the gaol is that we hope once 
and for all to do away with the repeated out- 
breaks of beri-beri which have unfortunately 
occurred among the prisoners during the 

ist two years. 

With the erection of a properly fitted 

1, prisun labour can be much developed, 
which should tend to effect a considerable 
decrease in the cost of working of the gaol. 
It is also to be hoped that the moral effect 
of a detention in gaol, accompanied by 
regular labour as opposed to the present cell 
system will in time have an appreciable 
cifect upon the criminal classes and act as 
a deterrent to crime. 

For these reasons the Council strongly 
recommends that the vote for the new gaol 
be agreed to by the ratepayers. 

Tt is estimated that the accounts for the 
year will close with a small credit balance 
of Tis. 2,500 as against the estimate of 
Tis. 7,500 as shown in the published bud- 
get.

healthy state of the finances. In other 


words, as Lexperted it would be, the want 
of funds prevents our doing this. Well, 
sir, that undoubtedly is a very cogent argu: 
ment in refercuce to this, as it would be in 
reference to an immense number of items of 
expenditure which individual members of 
this community would like to see carried out, 
but I will give a few reasons why I thin! 
this particular item should be included in 
the Budget thi: nd should be carried 
out without fail during the course of the 
coming year. I would refer in the first 
instance as a matter of history to the report 
of the Garden Committee for the year 1899, 
At page 255 will be found this paragraph— 
“Rather extensive repairs will be required 
for the greenliouses during the coming year ; 
and the commitee hope that something will 
be done towards enlarging the nur 
partment, as the accommodation provided i 
much too small for the requirements of 
the garden generally.” ‘That, sir, 
in the yea 99, tnd from that date 
tothe present £ think I am correct in 
saying that no repairs were carried out at 
all. ‘The places were originall i 

ent for the work we had to do. In 1899, 
when great repairs were required, they were 
in sucha state that they were a discredit to 
the community altogether. Now sir, the 
Budget provides a sum of Tis. 4500 for 
dunding that piece of the garden, but it is 
absolutely impossible that the bunding can 
be carried out if the place be not taken 
down because the back wall rests upon the 
existing bunding, and this place would have 
to be removed. If therefore it is not carried 
out, the public will be left without any 
ision for the purpose

travagant as regerds the fitel and expense,

able work. The officer, Mr. Arthur, in 
charge of the Public Garden and other 
public gardens has to supply flowers for 
three cemeteries, the Council compound 
and the Recreation Ground, and he will also 
have to supply the new ‘Nursing Home, 
the Hospital, and several other places. 
All these places without flowers will be 
bare, barren wildernesses. ‘They are now 
supplied to an extent with flowers by the 
Council, but the supply is 9 insufficient 
that Iam informed that a considerable 
sum has to be spent in purchasing flowers 
from Chinese gardeners, That is not a 
satisfactory state of things and I think that 
the Council with the funds at it command 
should supply public places ‘with flowers 
grown on its own place. It is obvious tha 
the sum for the public spaces will have to 
be very much increased, and the time has 
arrived when some steps should be taken to 
inerease the machinery of the officer, in 
command of this situation for what is a 
very pressing and immediate demand. 1 
have here, sir, a plan which supplies a very 
excellent form of houses for this particular 
spot, and this plan, as far as Tam informed, 
was’ furnished by a very eminent firm in 
Edinburgh to Mr. Mayne, the Municipal 
Engineer. It is a very carefully prepared 
plan of the Reserve Gardens and the houses 
prepared by a firm in Edinburgh for this 
purpose and for Mr. Mayne; but I regret to 
see that there is no intention of 
that into effect, or at any rate not at present. 
I think, however. sir, that is a thing which 
should ‘ve carried into eftect at any rate th 
year, In reference to this I might mention 
Just a few words upon a subject which bears 
‘closely upon the question and it is this. It 
isa matter which goes a Jittle beyond the 
immediate consideration of this moment, but 
it turns a good deal of light upon the busi- 
ness and it has a bearing upon other matters 
connected with Municipal work. In the 
1900 a letter was written by the Chair 
of the Council to the members of the 
Garden Committee, which letter in effect 
was a very distinct intimation to the com- 
mittee that their services were no longer 
required, and that they had better resign. 
They obeyed the summons and they did 
resign, and from that date there has been 
no Garden Committee. Now, 
that is a wise policy or not is'a matter 
for the ratepayers to take into conside 
ation. The result of that ix to centralise 
the Council's work, and although centra- 
lisation is not an evil in itself, it can be 
overdone. Icannot help thinking that with 
the system of government under which we 
live here, with an unpaid body of councillors 
and a paid staf, that it would asa general 
principle be more desirable that in reference 
to any special branch of work eartied on for 
the benefit of the community, where a certain 
nuniber of gentlemen can be found specially 
interested in that work, and who ean be found 
willing to give their services to assist the 
Council's officers, it would be better as a 
principle to utilise those services and con- 
tinue those committees as long as you can 
(applause). I am quite aware that on a 
general question such as this there is a erent 
al to be said on both sides. Tt may he 
that the Council have very good reason for 
the policy which I have been given to 
understand, and I have been told by ntore | 
than one member of the Council, that it is | 
now the policy to get rid of outside commit- | 
teex and to concentrate the work in the 
hhands of the Council and its own staf. T do 
not say that isa wrong principle, but T say 
it is one which requires careful attention and 
consideration. Itmakesit nec 
say that Lam afraid that the p 
have no friend at court. While they had a 
zanlen committee they could secure a care- 
al consideration of the necessities of the mo- 
ment, and very probably bring sufficient in- 
fluence to bear to get their wants attended to, 
















































































but without a garden committee they have no 
one to speak on their behalf with ‘sufficient 
effect at the Council's board and in the office 
of the Council’s staf: Mr. Mayne, who is in 





| charge of the Works Department, has na- 


turally such a vast amount of work to look 
after in greater things that a small matter of 
‘that sort can escape his attention, or at any 
rate it can hardly be expected that he can 
devote his special attention to it. At the 
present moment I do not know of any 
one who is specially interested in flowers 
on the Council (laughter). If that is the 
case sir, we find how it isthat the poor flowers 
are left out in the cold, and next winter 
they will be frozen up altogether unless 
the ratepayers come to their rescue. Now 
that is what I wish to bring before the 
ratepayers to-day, and to tell them that the 
expense would not be very large, and I 
think that the ratepayers would be showin; 
4 wise and healthy discretion if they would 
require that the work shall be carried out 
during the coming year. I beg therefore 
to submit the amendment which I have al- 
ready read, and I trust that someone will 
come forward in the interests of the flowers 
and second it and that the ratepayers will 
pass it with a large majority. 

‘Mr. R. W. Lirtte—The public garden, 
fed as it is by the Reserve Ganlen, gives 
so much pleasure to the community that it is 
a great pity that any one should be able 
to suggest that the flowers are nezlected, 
and therefore I have great pleasure in second- 
ing Mr. Drummond’samendment. ( Applause.) 

Mr. Hewerr—Mr. Drummond began in 
a very mild sort of, way by referring to a 
small matter of greenhouses, but as he 
proceeded he has opened up a very much 
wider question, mamely the question of 
Sub-Committees formed of members other 
thar. members of the Council. I am not 
yuite certain that this is a matter that 
should be dealt with now, but as Mr. 
Drummond has raised the point it appears 
I may make some remarks on the subject. 
For the last four years I have had the 
honour of being a member of the Council. 
During that time the question of Sub- 
Committees has of course been constantly 
hefore the Council and I and those gentle 
men with whom I have been associated 
during that time, so far as I can remem- 
ber, were unanimously of opinion that the 
Jance of argument was rather against 
the formation of such Committees. The 
Council benefits very frequently by the ad- 
vice of gentlemen who hare been on Sub- 
Committees and have always found when 
they have asked gentlemen who possess 
expert knowledge on any subject that they 
have been willing to place their services 
at the disposal of the Council and they 
e rendered valuable assistance to the 
Council. The Council therefore came to 
the conclusion that it was advisable not to 
make any further use of Sub-Committecs. 
At one time the Sanitary Committee 
was a very influential body, but when we had 
Dr. Stanley as municipal health officer, it was 
soon patent that the Sanitary Committee was 
no longer necessary. ‘The same thing 
happened to the Garden Committee. of ouly 
one or two members. About that time we 
had Mr. Arthur, our present municipal 
ganlener, and Mr. Drummond is under a 
inisapprehension when he says that the 
Council ordered the Garden Committee to 
iscolve. That is not the case. The Chait 
of the Committee wrote to the Council saving 
that the time had arrived when the Public 
Gardens should be put in the hands of the 
Couneil who would have the assistance of a 
trained man under them. The Couneil 
enphatically endorsed that view and the 
Public Gardens Committee consequently 
dissolved. I. am sorry to think that Mp. 
Drummond thinks that I and my colleagues 
re of such a nature that we have no interest, 
in flowers. Tamsure that such is not the eaze. 
Have you any knowledge, Mr. Drummond, 
that would prepare you to say what the cost 
would be?

‘Mr. Hewerr—Speaking from memory I 
think the estimate forwarded by the public 
gardener a year or two ago was Ts. 15,000 
or Tis.

the houses, as the new bunding is to be 
constructed in front of the old bunding line.

rovements there is this sentence: “A road 
from the junction of the Gordon and Jess- 
field Roads to Sicawei would be a useful 
road and could be carried through for a 
reasonable figure at the present time.” Is 
any attempt being made by Mr. Mayne to 
uurchase the land? The present is proba- 
ly a very good time for acquiring the land. 
It has been much easier of late to get 
provision for the roads. Roads are proba- 
bly one of the greatest improvements in 
connection with the extension of this great 
community (applause). ‘The community has 
had to travel along a road full of deep nuts 
and stagnation, and obstruction for a great 
many years, but we want it to go along 
‘A smooth and macadamised road of progress. 
The roads that are made are of unmeasur- 
uble benefit to the community asa whole. 
If the funds would not permit for the 
acquiring of the road that might well stand 
over, but if a strip of land from Jesstield 
to Sicawei could be acquired it would fill up 
a missing link which would be of inestim- 
able value to the community. I do not 
pretend to say that the funds of the com- 
munity could make that road, but as Mr. 
Mayne himself states, and he is an authority 
on the point, that the road could be ac- 
quired at reasonable terms at the present 
time, I should like them to say that their 
attention was closely directed to that pur- 
pose if the parehase of the strip of land 
enn possibly be done (applause).

THE 
RUSSO-CHINESE AGREEMENT 
AND THE ALLIED POWERS. 


To the Editor of the 
“ Nonra-Cawva Daur News.” 

Sin,—Both bf and after the com- 
mencement of the perce negotiations now 
going on at Peking, Russia declared to the 
world that she would adopt th» samo 
cours pursued by the other Allied Powers 
in settling the present critical situstion 
and that the outcome of the settlement 
should in no way affect the territorial 
integrity or independence of China, 
Although, judging by the past conduct 
‘of Russia, most of us could, at the 
ine how much all such 
were worth, siill we ventured tu cherish 
the hope that Russia would not be guilty 
of punic faith in the face of her previous 
promises, thereby incurring the odium of 
the whole civilised world. "It was hoped 
that she would keop in lino with the other 
Allied Powers in dealing with the Chinese 
question—nt least as long as the general 
peace negotiations Iusted. . But to our 
grent disappointment, though not to our 
Teast surprise, we now find that scurcely did 
the Chines: Government comply with the 
foreign demand for the punishment of the 
Boxer-instigators and so enxble the peace 
negotintions to proceed satisfactorily, than 
their progress was suddenly arrested by the 
underhand work of Russia, who, as we 
understand, has been using her ‘utmost 
efforts to enforce upon Chins what is term- 
el by outsiders tho ‘secret agreement;” 
which, if it means anything, gives a foot- 
hold to Russia in Manchuria, leading in- 
evitably to its ultimate possession by the 
unscrupulous Muscovite. 

How serious such an agreement is to all 
of us who love our country can be imagin- 
ed; and, if uot frustrated in time, woulll 
result inthe partition of China—a cvlamity 
which cannot be avoided, unless China 
acts cvutiously and the other Allied Powers 
boldly and promptly. 

Although Manchuria is now practically 
in Russian occupation, yet, if our govern- 
ment would only be firm in its refusal to 
ratify the proposed agreement no matter 
how hard we might be pressed to ds so, it 
seems doubttul to rmbers of the Reform 
Party whether Russia will be able to find 
an excusa to retain that territory. But 
how could China, weak and powerless as 
she is at present, be firm in her refusal, 
unless the Allied Powers stand at her 
back ? Ie will not do, if the Allied Powers 
merely say to China, as they have done, 
“You must not comply with the Russian 
demands.” ‘They ought to say ** Be firm 
in your refusal! We shall support you 
in your action at all costs.” Then Russia, 
seeing the other Powers in earnest, will 
speodily withdraw her demands; for 
she must be fully aware that, in her present 
condition, she is not a match for any other 
Power, such as England or Japan alone, 
much less a mateh for two or three of them 
combined together. 

Ifthe other Powers (particularly England) 
act mildly towards Russia, as they have 
hitherto done, in order to prevent any 
unpleasant friction with her, lesta European 
war should be the result, then will Russia 
surely push on recklessly and heedlessly 
and ga'n her point in the end. Russia 
knows hut too well that the chief desire of 
tie majority of the other Powers is to 
avoid a European war, and that for this 
reason they would sometimes make way a 
lite for Russian ambition even to 
own disadvantage, unless her ambi 
affects their interests so much that they 
can no longer put up withit, So the moe 
the other Powers give way, the more 
audaciously will Russia push forward. 
And in the present case Russia will not

| stop until Manchuria is within her frm 
grip. This is ths unaminous opinion of 
jall Chinese who have the welfare and 
interests of their country at heart and who 
| know the Ru: ns. 
|” When once Manchuria becomes Russian 
| territory, there will remain no course open 
to the other Powers except that of bresking 
up the rest of China so that each of them 
may help herself to as large a piece of

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“VERY LIKE A WHALE.” 
‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuixa Dam News.” 

Sin,—Doubtless your readers willbe in- 
terested in a brief description of a large 
fish or sea animal that has been stranded 
on the shore of a branch of the Ts‘ien- 
tang river (g¥Hh) which is famous for its 
tide bore. 

Some two weeks ago reports came to us 
through tho natives, of this large 
creature, and being interested in collect 
ing specimens for our college museum, 
one of our teachers was sent to make in- 
vestigations. He was enjoined not to 
return empty-handed, but procure some 
of its bones if possible. After five days 
he returned, not bringing any of its bones 
however. Instead, he had some strips 
of its flesh preserved in a bottle of 
Chinese wine, thus freeing himself from 
the charge of returning empty-handed. 
He reported that the creature was sixty 
feet long; that its size was so immense, 
and its body already in such a state 
of putrefication, that it was simply 
impossible to disjoint any of its bones. 

A still deeper interest was created by 
his report, so much so that a resolve was 
made to see it with our eyes. On Mon- 
day afternoon, the 18th, three of us cross 
ed over the Ts‘ient‘ang from Hangchow, 
and after a night's ride upon a coral boat 
reached the place on Tuesday morning at 
about 10 o'clock. Far in the distance 
the place of its loca 
by the flying about of crows and other 
flesh-eating birds, and long before we 
reached it, we could see the massive form 
lying on the boundary beach. 

‘The actual measurement of the body 
lying there, is fifty-six feet long, six fe- 
high and twelve feet and nine inches 
wide in its largest part. It is plain to see 
that the tail end has been cut off, and 
the natives told us that sixteen feet had 





























been carried away, making its origi 
length seventy-two feet. A large portion 
of the body is evidently below the level of 
the sandy shore, and’is not included in 
the six feet given above, It has-a large 
humped back and this high and’ broad 
part is about one-third of its present 
length, or nineteen feet distant from its 
head. On the left side, as one stood 
facing it, there is what appears to be a 
large shoulder and leg, or it may be a 
largo fin. This also has been cut off by 
the natives and carried away. The bone, 
where it is sawed off, is round and 
measures twelve inches ‘im diameter: it 
is coarse grained and extremely tough. 
Tt was with difficulty a piece was chipped 
off with a heavy wood axe. The creature 
seems to lie on its side, as the correspond- 
ing leg or fin cannot he seen, The body 
has been much cut up by the natives, 
the outer surface being rich in oil, which 
they say burns with a brilliant light, We 
were told that it was dead when first 
seen, which was nearly two months ago. 
Evidently a high tide brought the ereaturo 
up the river and left it on the bank as 
it receded. 

The plice where it lies is a foot or 
more below the surrounding level, and 
there is a possibility that this deep hollow 
may have been made in its death struggle. 

Photographs of it were procured and wo 
hope to send you one when they are 
printed. An ‘endeavour was made to 
form an idea of its weight, by comparing 
it with animals whose size and weight are 
known. Our conclusion was that ten 
tons would be « small estimate. 

The river where the creature is stranded 
is comparatively small and a branch of the 
Ts‘ient‘ang, which it enters some distanco 
from Haiyen, and the place is fifty or sixty 
miles from Hangchow and six or seven 
from Tsooyen.

LOOT! 


To the Editor of the 
“Nontu-Cmtsa Dany News.” 
Sm,—In these days of international 
bewilderment, mutual “personal incrimina- 
tions are having wide scope, and in 
nothing more attractive than the question 
of looting. To many persons loot more 
than the question is tho particular thing 
attractive. For a while in Peking and 
Tientsin every one nearly was “in the 
swim.” Anyway, the stir made has been 
immense. Many’have arisen to anathema- 
tise the looter—especially the missionary 
species—and many, even from the num- 
ber of critics, have regretted that they 
couldn’t loot ‘too. ‘The topic even at- 
tracts Mark Twain in the last “North 
American Review.” Ihave been told that 
some Shanghai paper has brought up my 
name in connection with loot. 
is awful, to put me in such a plight. Why 
didn't ‘the critics content themselves 
with others whose consciences are more 
hardened than mine? I confess I looted 
and in good company. Must I indeed 
and explain? I will try, in fear and 
rembling, for, alas, my character is 
ruined by my confession, not the loot. 
Loot No. 1—It was during the siege, 
July the 5th. In the Legation quarter, 
in our defence, was the one foreign store 
of Peter Kierulff. Everything of value, 
especially eatables, had been brought into 
the British Legation for genera! use. ‘The 
door of the shop was left ajar. On the 
afternoon of the above date I crept boldly 
into the deserted building, and, being of 























a literary turn of mind, I took an arm- 
ful of loot—letter-paper, note-books and 
envelopes. Passing hurriedly down Leya- 
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tion Street within our limits, I was 
wounded by 2 shot from the Chinese. 
To think of the only American civilian 
wounded in the siege, to be wounded in 
such a gallant dash! 

Loot No. 2.—Two days after the relief 
of Peking, I accompanied the Allied forces 
to the relicf of the Catholic Cathedral, 

nd on through the grounds of the For- 
hidden City. Very few Chinese were any- 
where to he seen. Not a shop was open 
to trade. Passing on through desolation 
and loneliness I came across a large grain 
shop totally abandoned. When, a few 
days later, my American Presbyterian 
friends had to leave the chapel of the 
British Legation, in company with a band 
of native converts, I helped them to find 
a habitation near my former but now 
destroyed house, advising the mghtful 
owners to turn out, but leave us the 
furniture,‘ What is worse, I exerted a 
baneful influence on those veteran gentle- 
men, Dra, Martin, Wherry and Whiting. 
I persuaded them to loot. the grain shop 
just mentioned. Being in the Russian 
section, Dr. Martin carried # from. 
the Russian Minister. ‘The riee and wheat 
kept our Christians from starvation, 
Thinking the matter over, I now see the 
Christians should have starved, and the 
Russians should have looted the place, 
being always more generous than we could 
possibly be. 

Loot No. 3.—A few days after the re- 
lief, while the Ameriean troops were en- 
camped in mud and on the city wall, I 
carried a note from the American Minister, 
nul conducted some American officers, es- 
pecially deputed, to a certain palace as 
possible futuro’ headquarters for the 
American army. The palace was that of 
Prince Li, head of the Cabinet which had 
decided to support the Boxers and fight 
foreigners. Not to our surprise, Prince 
Li and attendants had fled, but much to 
our surprise we found French soldiers 
and a French priest surrounded with vast 
wealth—iron safes containing ne 
800,000 taels of silver, trunks laden with 
magnificent furs, sille and satin, and rooms 
adorned with the finest of China art. For 
‘a moment I forgot the tenth command- 
ment. I had no house, no art, no books, 
no silver, no clothes except a suit made 
for me by missionary ladies while I had 
been lying in the hospital. The only 
trouble was, the French were there, and 
were not kind enough to leave. "The 
French General came in, and told us that 
‘on that morning that section of the city 
had been voted to the French. Seeing 
our downcast countenances, he magnani- 
mously said: “I am very ‘sorry, gentle- 
‘men, but each one may take a memento.” 
T selected two elegant furs, and moved 
on, As I think the matter over now, T 
see that I sinned in not atlaxing the 
French to loot everything, and in doing 



































no more than merely thank the French 
General. 
Loot No. 4—One day I learned that 


the house of another Cabinet Minister, 
also chief of the Boxers, Kaug Yi, was 
being looted. Now that gentleman had 
been one of my friends. I decided to in- 
vestigate. The servants kindly told me 
that I had better take a few things, before 
others came. I also thought that this 
was wise. I therefore londed up a cart. 
Unfortunately the house was in the Bri- 
tish section; the Anglo-American al- 
ance was no good, and my loot 
was “no good.” The English Police 
Commissioner stopped my course, seized 
my goods (for they were mine then), and 
informally arrested me. At the time he 
utterly failed to treat me as a worthy man 
jn respectable society. He required a 
voucher from the British Minister. As T 
had already established a reputation for 
being the champion looter (surpassed by 
many others since), the voucher was not 











hard to get, and my loot was restored to 
“its rightful owner.” I was convinced 
that Kang Yi would be pleased, if he only 
knew. As I now view the matter, I erred 
in not letting the British—or the Polico 
Commissioner—loot the whole. In fact, 
in a few moro days, the British took the 
Touse (and everything therein) officially 
orer; some British troops now occu} 
the place, and the Police Commissioner 
(for wiso’ suggestions) took me on as in- 
terpreter in November last. 

Loot No. 5.—One day an Ameri 
officer informed me that a certain aban- 
doned house was being looted, and if I 
necded anything, I had better “take 
look see.” I needed many things, but I 
was not exorbitant. The house was one 
of General Wen, whose soldiers joined in 
smashing the Legations, With special 
permission from the American officer in 
charge of the section (not Russian, French 
or British), I looted a few garments and 
gome six cart-loads of rice. As my 
caravan moved out, I was stoped by an- 
other and bigger ‘American officer, who 
demanded five loads for indigent Ameri- 
can soldiers, and mercifully allowed me 
to take one cart-load. As I now think 
the matter over, I should have insisted 
on all or noue,’ whatever the needs of 
American soldier: 

This ends my story, a sad one, with 
many mishaps. 

One thing some good 
forget, and that is, we in Peking 
conscious that all our belongings had been 
destroyed, that the Chinese government 
had declared war against the world, that 
the Peking government had waged war on 
us and others, that the Allied forces en- 
tered Peking, not on a business of peace, 
but one of war, that military occupation 
was begun, that the two sides of those in 
warfare could scarcely view each other as 
friends, and that all on our side had no 
supply of food or clothing. Having li 
in Peking, I was able, better than foreign 
soldiers or war correspondents, to discri- 
minate real friend and foe, those whose 
places should be looted and those not. For 
weeks I was busy in secking protection 
for the friondly-disposed, and in encour- 
‘shops to reopen their doors with 
proper passports. Now and then I branch- 
ed out to loot from those who were our 
enemies, and I only regret I didn’t have 
more time to loot more from such despica- 
ble wretches, instead of leaving so much to 
others, including not a few loot critics. If, 
however, those from whom I have looted, 
their things back, let them meet me 
‘aco to face,—and I will “ take the matter 
into consideration.” 

It has also grieved me that so many 
really good people think that my loot. is 
good erough for them to want. The 
supply is not equal to the demand. The 
friends of looters aro beyond my calcula 
tion. At this late date, it should be 
Known: looting under all circumstances 
is wrong, and therefore “ none need apply” 
—for loot, on sale or donated.

Messrs. S.C. Farnham, Ld., launched on 
Wednesday at their Cosmopolitan Dock two 
steel lighters, each of 300 tons’ dead weight 
capacity. 

These boats, built to the order of the 
Freuch Government, were ordered six weeks 
ago and will be finished complete, ready for 
service, this week. 

The’ dimensions are length 180 feet 
breadth 27 feet, depth 9 feet, loaded 
draft 6 feet. The lighters are fitted with 
all modern appliances fur speedy workin 
of cargo, having two pole musts fitted wi 
derricks and strong winches. A powerful 
winch and derrick is fitted on the fore deck 
for working anchors, Two cargo hatches are 
constructed on deck, fitted with cargo stages, 
w an iron bulwark extends all round the 
outside of deck. 

‘Lo protect the outside of the lighters large 
double hardwood fenders are bolted through 
shell plating, being well bound between 
double angles and all extending the whole 
length of lighters. A quick and powerful 
steering gear is fitied on the after deck; all 
the deck ings and outfit are of first-class 
order. ‘Chey are built for rough work, and 
everything is of steel where possible, a’steel 
deck being fitted fore and aft. In the design 
quick manquvering hus been taken into 
account and every effort has been made to 
combine speedy completion with good work- 
munship. At the same firm’s International 
Dock a strong, light-draft, twin-screw tow- 
boat has been completed which will take 
the above lighters in tow. 

The dimensions of the tow-boat are: 
length 100 feet, breadth 18 feet, depth 7 feet, 
She is fitted up with every’ requisite for 
towing purposes, having ‘machinery to 
develop about 400 LH.P. A deck house is 
built for officers’ accommodation, and above 
is a house for enptain nnd steering-gear. 
Tho 'tweeen decks is arranged for crew or 
soldiers. ‘The bont is fitted with a 
powerful double gipsy steam windlass and

We have been favoured with a perasal 
of a private telegram from Hsian which 
we translate as follows:—The Empress 
Dowager still holds the greatst _con- 
Fdence in Lu Ch‘uan-lin and Li Hung- 
chang. Yung Lu, seeing the deadlock, is 
turning round agnin tothe former. ‘The 
Pmperor is afraid of his life if he opposes 
the Empress Dowager’s slightest wish, and 
20 keeps perfect silence, leaving all to 
Destiny and Fore-ordination. Affairs are 
jin utmost confusion here in Hsian, no one 
knowing what may happen the next day. 
A Grand Councillor asked the Empress 
Dowager this morning when she intend- 
ed to return to Peking. Considerable 
sums of money were being spent in 
anticipation of the return of the Court 
to Peking which, in view of economy 
could he saved to the Exchequer if it 
were known positively whxt her Majesty 
really intended to do. The Empress 
Dowager’s face flushed in anger when this 
question was asked, and with a stamp of 
her foot she cried out : *‘I anh not going to 
Peking now, nor shall the Emperor! Does 
any one in’ his se=ses think that we will 
quietly put ourselves within the ruthless 
grasp of the Foreign Powers (for ruthless 
they have shown themselves), whose forts 
and guns and troops are to be a constant 
menace to the lives and safety of those 
residing within the Forbidden Uity? The 
mere feeling, when we rise up from our 
beds in the’ morning or retire at night, 
that we are eternally at the merey and 
caprice of « Foreign foe, should we return 
to Peking, mnkes death preferable. I 
shail certainly refuse to return to Peking

Tits LATEST AOUT THE CoURT. 

We learn from a reliable source that 
confidential telegrams have been received 
by several high mandarins here from Heian 
to the effect that ‘it has been decided in 
Geand Council that the Court leaves Hsian 
ahout tire middle of April next for the city 
of Hsiangyang, in Hupeh province, where 
the Court will remain awaiting the with- 
Arawal of tho Allied forces from Peking. 
Upon the accomplishment of this move, the 
Court will return to the Capital without 
any furtherdelay. ‘The temporary removal 
of the Court to the South is not intended 
as a detiance of the demands of the Allied 
Powers, nor does it refuse to return to 
Peking; but the Court has been com- 
pelled to decide to go to Hsiangyang as a 

rrotest against the intention of the Allied 
Powers to construct powerful fortifications 
around that patt of the capital encroached 
upon by them for the various Legations 
and to place strong garrisons thorein, 
thereby becoming a constant menace in 
future to the peace and safety of those 
residing inside the Forbidden City.” 

Note :—Hsiangyang is a strongly de- 
fended prefectural city at the head of the 
Han River lying to the north-west of 
Hankow. ‘Through Hsiangyang passes the 
great highway betweon the southern and 
central provinces of China and the north- 
western provinces of Shensi and Kansu. 
‘The city walls of Hsiangyang are very 
high—the highest in China: in size it is 
about half as large again as Soochow, and 
it is about 400 li, as the crow flies, north- 
‘west of Wuchang, the capital of Hupeh. 
Hsiangyang is avout 2,500 years old, and 
is considered the key to north-western 
China by sway of the central provinces — 
Ep. “N.C. D.N.” 

GOOD ADVICE REsECTED.

I is stated from Nanking that, aware 
of the acute crisis, theatening the very 
existence of China, caused by the allesed

Owing to the protests sent to the Gov-

CHARGE OF FORGERY. 

Two old men were brought up at the 
Mixed Court on Wednesday before Mr. 
‘Chang (Magistrate) and Mr. 8. F. Mayers 
(British Assessor). The men liad been sent 
in by the Paoshan Magistrate charged with 
forging certain native land tax papers 
which had been given to the Municipal 
Council in roturn for a sum of moncy 
amounting in all to Tis. 800.80 for 4 years, 
arrears of taxes and fees for having the 
land at the Rifle Range placed on the 
Paoshan register. 

Mr. C. H. Godfrey, Acting Engineer to 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, appeared 
and stated that the Council had no com- 
plaint against these men. He asked what 
the Paoshan Magistrate's decision was as 
to the specimen tax notes ‘which had been 
sent to him for inspection, 

The Assessor said the reply was that 
they were forgeries. 

‘Tho Assessor asked to whom the Council 
had paid the money and was informed that 
it had been paid to Mr. A. Dallas in July, 
1899, 

‘The Assessor remarked that in his dis- 
patch the Paoshim Magistrate said that 
when arrested one of the accused denied 
having forged the papers. and stated that 
ho believed it was done by a man named 





























Ying Wun-sun. If this were the case, 
then the Paoshan Magistrate said_ that 





Ying Wun-sun should be arrested and 
tried either in Paoshan or at the Mixed 
Court. 

Mr. Godfrey said he would hand ina 
statoment made to him by one of tho 
accused some weeks ago from which it 
would be scen that. even then a charge was 
made against Ying Wun-sun, The man 
might be questioned on the point. 

In reply to the Assessor the man ad- 
hered to the written statement put in by 
Mr. Godfrey which said that a land broker 
named Tsing Yun-su in the employ of 
Ying Wun-sun came to him during the 
9ta moon and brought $421, and 
handed him a receipt now produced. He 
returned in 3 or 4 days saying, he must 

© a receipt for $802 in full discharyo 
of all claims in connection with the ta 
on the land. On being threatened with 
violence he gave this receipt and believed 
Ying Wun-sun had it now. Not having 
received the full money he had kept bacl 
two necessary native tax papers bearing 
tie Paoshan Magistrate's chop.

Mr. Godfrey replied that he was in 
formed that the man had been tax collec- 
tor for several years. Tho Council had 
recently paid him 200 strings of cash for 
last year’s taxes on the Iand. If he was 
no the proper man it strange that 
he should have given receipts which wn- 
guestionably’ bore the Magistrate's chop.

INLAND RESIDENCE IN 
CHINA. 








The following letter, which appeared in 
the ~ Globe” of the 15th of January, while 
not to be accepted in its entirety, will be 
read with interest by students of the ques- 
tions now before our representatives at 
Peking :— 

‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ GLOBE.” 
Sim,—The frightful massacre of mis- 
sioveries in North ina, their recall from 
the Western Provinces, and the disturb- 
ances and threatened riots in the South 
attributed to their presence, prove how 
completely Ciiina is. overrun by these 
Roman Catholic and Protestant zealots, 
while the representations of our merchants, 
and Chambers of Commerce claiming freet 
access to inland ports and places show 
that, practically, the British trader is as 
rigorously confined to the Treaty port 
areas as he was in the old factory days at 
Canton half a century ago. Our interests 
in China are alleged to be strictly com- 

















mercial, yet the Treaty restricts merchants 
to residence at the open ports ouly, where- 
as missionaries are allowed to roam about 





the Empire at will, and to erect habita- 
tions and chapels wherever they can, whe- 
ther desired by the people or not. In fact, 
it is regarded as a triumph to sojourn in 
districts most Hostile to the presence of 
foreigners. It is, therefore, interesting to 
inquire wherein lies the distinction, from 
a Treaty point of view, between the mis- 
sionary and the merchant, and why the 
latter should be denied the rights or pri- 
vileges accorded to these self-constituted 
emissaries of the Churel. 

The British Treaty prohibits residence 
inland to all subjects alike, but the mis 
sionary has taken advantage of the fa- 
voured nation clause to creep in under an 
article of the French Treaty, and is allow- 
ed to settle in the interior, lease, buy, or 
build premises in which to dwell’ and sell 
his particular merchandise, books—a duti- 
able commodity—whereas’ the merchant 
seeking similar facilities to enable him to 
dispose of or find a market for equally 
dutiable Manchester goods is denied the 
privilege. Does not this procedure appear 
grossly inconsistent, and would not a re- 
versal of the existing condition of t! 
that is, restrict the unwelcome mi 

to port areas, and allow the British mer- 
chant to travel (as the Russians do) and 
reside inland—conduce fo less_ill-feeling 
towards foreigners than now obtains ? At 
all events, it would accord with our policy 
of expanding trade and of non-interference 
with the rites and prejudices of the peo- 
ple, besides initiating fiscal reforms neces- 
sitated by the Treaty tariff regulations 
under which our trade is conducted. 

To illustrate more clearly the | incon- 
sistency of, so to speak, granting charters 
to missionaries to trade inland in books, 
yet withholding from merchants identical 
privileges, let us cite a case in connection 
with the recent concession allowing foreign 
craft to navigate the inner waters and to 
trade at non-Treaty riverine marts and 
places. Under the new inland navigation 
rules, a British merchant may dispatch a 
registered steamer from an open port. say 
Chinkiang on the Yangtze, with a cargo 
of merchandise, including a ton of Chinese 

















traets and Bibles, to the city of Yangchou 
ou the Grand Canal. Here wne will find 


‘a nest of missionaries largely engaged in 
selling religious and educational works. 
If British or American, their residence, 
assuming it to be a native edifice, will be 
recognised by a sign-board béaring the 
Chinese equivalent of “Hall of Glad Lid- 
ings,” and there the books will be deposit- 
e for sale or distribution. Now, it would 
greatly facilitate the business of the Bri- 
tish owner of the steamer to have a resid- 
ence or warehouse at Yangchou, as the 
missionaries have, in which to repack pro- 
duce, or store imports and exports; but, 
according to the interpretation of the 
Treaty, for a merchant or a banker to 
claim’ what is granted to missionaries 
would be an infraction of our Treaty of 
Commerce, Peace, and Friendship. In 
fact, it has been ruled that a British firm 
may not display the Chinese name of the 
hong over the door of his native partner's 
house to indicate that it was the agency 
of a foreign merchant. Yet the mission- 
ary may display or build anything calcu- 
lated to incense the people of China. Can 
incorsistency be carried to greater length? 

When the Tientsin Treaty was framed, 
obstacles to alien residence inland no 
doubt really existed on fiscal grounds, 
mainly in connection with the opium 
traffic, but better regulations for control- 
ling inland trade have been introduced, 
which modify or do away with the old ob: 
jections; and the easiest or only way of 
maintaining an “open door” and extend- 
ing our commerce is to accord to traders, 
when desired, the same right of residence 

land now granted or usurped by mission- 
aries, The presence in the interior of the 
foreign merchant or his recognised native 
agent under the protection of our flag, as 
claimed by the preacher, is needed to en- 
sure strict observance aud adherence to 
tariff provisions. Chinese importers aro 
supposed to enjoy the same tariff advan- 
tages as foreigners, but it is too well- 
kuown,that natives have no means of en- 
forcing their rights when contested by ro- 
venuo officials, or of resisting surcharges 
which hamper and throttle our trade. 
According to tariff regulations, one pay- 
ment frees British imports from all further 
inland and transit dues; but to show how 
impossible it is for a Chinese purchaser of 
our manufactures to benefit by the Treaty 
stipulations unsupported by the foreign 
er, we have ouly to point to the Canton 
officials, who for four decades persistently 
ignored our right to forward goods inland 
under the tariff rules. At Inst, owing 
largely to the determined action of one 
man—a British merchant, who resisted 
the mandarin demands from his house- 
boat (N.B.—Had he resided on shore, like 
the missionaries, it would, in his ‘case, 
have been regarded as a breach of Treaty), 
anchored at Wuchow up the West River 
(Canton}—the barrier officials were thor- 
oughly worsted, with the result that im- 
ports valued at about £1,000,000 a year 
now enter the Kuangtung and Kuangsi 
provinces free from  surtaxes, whereas 





























prior to the above incident they wero 
closed to Treaty-taxed goods. Had Bri- 
tish merchants been allowed the same pro- 
tection and freedom of right of residenco 
inland as enjoyed by missionaries, the 
Southern provinces would never have re- 
mained closed for 40 years to British 
transit trade. 

Tt must be admitted that there seems 
little disposition on the part of British or 
other foreign firms in China to reside in- 
land. The tendency is to centralise trade 
at the large ports, and not to embark or 
risk capital at the smaller marts. During 
the past 25 years 17 additional ports have 
been opened to trade, and Consulates es- 
tablished at most of them, yet, excluding 
steamer agents, scarcoly a foreign mer- 
chant has found inducement to engago in 
business at any of them. However, now 
that inland steam navigation is permitted, 





it seems only consistent and in the interest 
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of trade that the disabilities under which 
merchants labour compared with mission 
aries should be removed; and the present 
“crisis” affords a favourable opportunity 
to sweep away such inconsistencies and 
Treaty anachronisms calculated to re 
strict trade and impede fiscal and_ad- 

inistrative reforms in China. And if the 
inward transit dues collected by the Cus- 
toms on foreign imports wore made pay- 
able, as they ought to be, to the provinciai 
exchequer, all complaints of surcaacges 
under the name of likin would cease. The 
vast inter-provincial trade in native goot's 
yields an enormous internal revent2, ond 
‘the Treasury can tax it without infring-

Howe 
afterwards decided was the true inter- 
pretation of the Imperial Act. It is there~ 
fore a direct authority on the Imperial 
‘Act, and ought to be followed, on the 
principle Inid down in the judgment of the 
Privy Council in Trimble v. Hill (5 App. 
Cas. 342), unless good reason can be 
shown, either on account of subsequent 
decisions or otherwise, why it shuld not 
be followed, and no such reason hes been 
shown. On the contrary it is in accord 
with a whole series of decisions in later 
cases, and I know of none to weaken ita 
authority.

As to tho distinction referred to in the 
judgment between publishing the in- 
telligence (property in which cannot be 
claimed) and the copying of the telegrams, 
the present case is oven stronger than 
that of Wilvon vy.

‘efore the prevent one, the same general 
question was raised, and I reserved judg- 
ment until after hearing the arguments 
in the present case.

Of the different grounds upon which 
the law of England or any part of it may 
come to receive recognition and be given

The effect of the treaties with China, of 
the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, and 
of the other Acts, now repealed, under 
which the Orders’ in Council have been 
framed, is to place British subjects in 
Chma for the purposes of the application 
to them of English law in the same posi- 
tion as if they were inhabitants of a crown 
coleny. According to the distinction ob- 
served upon in Calvin's case, they 
are not on the footing of British 
subjects settling in a barbarous or 
unimbabited country, and carrying with 
them as their birthright the laws of their 
own country, but as subject to a juri 
tion which, although not acquired by ces- 
sion of territory, is exerciseable by the 
Sorercign in the same manner as if it 
had been acquired by cession of territory. 
That is to say—they are subject to such

‘The agreement between tho Ordor in 
Council of 1865 and the general rule aris- 
ing from the uso in the Order in Council 
of the words “as far as circumstances ad- 
mit” has been referred to, but thero is a 
material distinction created by tho use of 
other words in the Order in Council. 

In the caso of settled colonies tho laws 
which the colonists take with them are 
the laws in force at tho time of the settlo~ 
ment of the colony. In Clark's Colonist 
Law (p. 8 No. 4) the doctrine is thus 
stated :— 

‘The common law of England is ‘the com- 
mon law of the plantations, and all statutor 
passed in affirmance of the common Inw pass- 
ed in England antecedent to the settlement 
of any colony are in force in that colony, un- 
loss thore is some privato Act to the contrary, 
though no statutes made since those aettle- 
ments are there in force, unless tho colonies 
aro particularly mentioned. 

But in Section 5 of the China and Japan 
Order in Council, 1865, the laws of Eng- 
land made applicable in China aro. the 
laws “for the time being in force in and for 
England.” Thoy are not the laws in forco 
at the time tho Treaties were made or tha 
Orders in Council passed, but the laws in 
force at the time each particular euit ix 
brought or decided. 

Atising out of this distiretion there is 
another distinction, ‘The question whe- 
ther any one of tho laws of England is 
applicable to a settled colony is to ba 
determined with regard to the condition 
of tho colony at the timo of its settlement, 
The colonists carry with them as stated by 
Blackstono only 60 much of tho laws of 
England “as is applicable to the condition 
of an infant colony. For the artificial re- 
finements and distinctions incident to tha 
property of a great and commercial pco- 
ple. . . are neithor necessary nor con- 
venient for them, and thoreforo not in 
force.” Now, as to greatness, that is a 
relative term, but it cannot be denied 
that this community has advanced far 
beyond the position of an “infant colony,” 
and it is, and always has been an essential- 
ly commercial community. ‘That it always 
hae been a commercial community would 
go indeed to show that it never at any 
time ocoupied the position of what the 
term infant colony as used with regard ta 
settled colonies is inténded to convey. In 
Jex v. McKinney in tho judgment of the 
Priry Council tho expression used is “a 
young English colony in a new country.” 
China is not « new country, and differs in 
many essential respects from what is hore 
meant as a new country. 

Thero is another distinction. In tho 
case of all colonics, however acquired, 
provision is made for local legislation, and

But 
from the ciroumstances of the caso the 
exercise of local legislation in China is 
almost of necessity restricted within very 
narrow limits, very much narrower than

The 11th and 14th sections of the Act 
came up for consideration in the caso of 
Routledge v. Low (L. R. 3 E. and I. Ap. 
100) heard in the House of Lords, in 1868, 
on appeal from the Lords Justices. ‘The 
question related to a book which was first 
published in London and which had been 
composed by a lady, a domiciled citizen of 
the United States ‘of America, who was 
temporarily resident at Montreal in 
Canada at the time of the publication, 
having gone there for that purpose. Tho 
Lords Justices held that although the 
author was an alien and only temporarily 
resideut in the British dominions sho was 
entitled to copyright for the book publish- 
ed in London, and this decision was up- 
held by the House of Lords. But in con- 
sequence of what had been said by the 
Lords Justices on the construction of the 
‘Act the majority of the Lords who heard 
the appeal considered it right to express 
their opinion as to whether copyright 
would have been acquired in the book 
hoever the author, if, instead of being 
published, as it was, within the Unite 
Kingdom, it had been published in Canada 
or in any other part of the British do- 
minions. The majority of the House 
were of opinion that it would not—and 
that notwithstanding the provision in the 
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Act that the Act should extend to every 
part of tho British dominions.

‘This was an application for an admin 
tration order in the estate of Henry 
Dowell Patch, deceased, by Mr. A. R. 
Leake, the official administrator, Mary 
Dowell Patch and others being joined to 
the petition as defendants. Prior to the 
appointment of Mr. Leako as judic’ 
trustee, Mr. Alexander Sampson had ad- 
ministered the estate, and a copy of the 
petition had been served upon him. Mr. 
Sampson, however, did not put in an ap- 
pearance. 

Mr. Brushfield, who appeared for the 
Indicial trustee, read a petition and 
Various affidavits as to the claims by. the 
judicial trustee, which showed that the 
estate was insufficient to liquidate the 
claims against it, and the estate was there- 
fore insolvent. 

His Lordship—Let the personal estate of 
the said Henry Doweli Patch, deceased, 
be applied in payment of his debts and 
funeral expenses in the due course of ad- 
ministration.

U. S. CONSULAR COURT. 


Shanghai, 21st March. 
Before Jous Goopsow, Esq., 
U.S, Consul-General, Acting Judicially. 
Aaenicay Trapt Co. v. Pactric 
Exronr Luamzn Co. 


Judgment with reference to a motion 
by tho defendant Company was de- 








livered in this case yesterday after- 
noon, At the previous hearing of 
the ‘case, which took place on” the 





ith December, 1900, an application by 
way of motion was made by the de- 
fendants, the Pacific Export Lumber Co., 
objecting to the jurisdiction of this Court 
in the case. Mr, Nelson (Messrs. Stokes 
and Platt) appeared for the plaintiffs and 
‘Mr. Ellis. (Messrs. Browett: and Ellis) re- 
presented the defendants. The judgment 
was as follows :— 

In this ease, according to the pleadings 
and arguments, the American Trading 
Company, a corporation organised in New 
York State, by its agents in Tientsin 
agreed to buy a certain amount of lumber 
+> be delivered at Taku, from the Pacific 
Export Lumber Company, a corpo 
organised in Oregon. Stich umber was 
shipped by the steamer Elmbranch, which 
arrived at Taku in July, 1900. On ac- 
count of the conditions prevailing at and 
near Taku at that time, the lumber was 
net unloaded there, but the Elmbranch 
was ordered to Chefoo, the nearest port, 
to be unloaded. Cpon arrival at Chefoo, 
it is claimed by the plaintiffs that the 
master of the Elmbranch demanded that 
demurrage should be caleulated in a cer- 
tain way (set forth in the Petition), and 
declined to deliver all of said cargo of 
Jumber unless and until the American 
‘Trading Company should agree to pay 
demurrage as demanded. The plaintiffs 
claim that demurrage was paid as demand- 
ed to the amount of £1,316.8.9, but only 
wider protest and not as rightfully due, 
ant that, said money was paid out by the 
Shanghai branch of the American Trading 
Company. 

‘Wherefore the plaintiffs bring suit by 
their Shanghai agent in Shanghai for the 
return of tho said demurrage, claiming 
that such money had been wrongfully de- 
manded and paid. Service of the said 
petition was made on the Vico-President 
of the defendant Company at Shanghai. 
‘Tke defendants deny the jurisdiction of 
U.S. Consular Court in Shanghai in this 
case, claiming :— 

1.—That the cause of action did not 
arise in the Consular district of Shanghai ; 
and 

2.—That the defendants, being a cor- 
poration organised under the laws of the 
State of Oregon, ean only be sued in 
Oregon and under the statutes of that 
Btate, 




















With regard to the first objection, 
section 4,085 of the Revised Statutes 
reads as follows: “Such officers are also 
invested with all the judicial authority 
necessary to execute the provisions of such 
treaties, respectively, in regard to civil 
rights, whether of property or person ; 
an they shall entertain jurisdiction in 
matters of contract at the port where, or 
nearest to which, the contract was made, 
or at the port at which, or nearest to 
which, it was to be executed, and in all 
other matters, at the port’ where, or 
nearest to which, the cause of controversy 
arose, or at the port where, or nearest to 
which, the damage complained of was 
sustained ; provided such port be one of 
tue ports at which the United States are 
represented by Consuls.” 

Tt is plain that im all matters of con- 
tract Consular jurisdiction shall be execut- 
ed at the port where the contract was 
made, or where it was to be executed ; 
bnt. also it provides, that “in all other 
matters” jurisdiction shall be at the port 
where the cause of controversy arose, or 
the damage complained of was sustained. 
In the present case, it is acknowledged 
that the contract entered into was for the 
delivery at Taku of a certain amount of 
lumber, to. be paid for at a certain 
specified price per one thousand feet. No 
complaint is made of the non-fulfilment of 
the contract. On the other hand the 
lumber was delivered on board at Taku, 
nd it is not alleged that it has not been 
paid for. This delivery and payment com- 
pleted the contract ; but a new element 
came in, which was not contemplated when 
the contract was made, and was not includ- 
ed in the specifications. of the contract. 
On account of the interesting and uncer- 
tain, but nevertheless menacing, conditions 
then prevailing in North China, the cargo 
could’ not be unionded or received at 
Taku, and the Elmbranch was ordered to 
Chefoo to unload, A dispute rose about: 
culating demurrage, aud the branch of 
the American Trading Company at Shanz- 
hai paid the demurrage as demanded and 
row ste, kot for breach of contract, 
for the return of money wilafully. 
manded and paid, This cannot be said to 
ho a matter of contract, but must come 
under the second part of section 4,085 of 
the Revised Statutes. Tt is claimed and 
not denied, that the demurrage was © 
culated partly on time spent in Takw and 
partly on time spent in Chefoo, and the 
Cause of controversy may therefore be said 
to have arisen partly in each of these two 
ports, ard should the case be tried 
the port. where the caus? of controversy 
arose” the suit would need to he divided 
and separate suits brought in Tientsin 
‘and Chefoo. The money was paid out, 
however, by the Shanghai branch, which 
therefore sustained the damage. This fact 
brings the suit into this Court. The first 
objection raised by the defendants must 
therefore be denied. 

Te does not appear to the Court that the 
second point raised in the demurrer can 
bo sustained in fairness and equity. 
American corporations are doing business 
in China, having all the protections and 
leges of American citizens and copart- 

‘They cannot evade the duty of 
obedience to American laws. Ther can 
sue here; that has never been denied. 
They cannot deny justice by forcing 
parties having claims against them to seek 
remedy on the other side of the world. 
Such a contention needs only to be stated 
and its injustice is self-evident. Privileges 
and duties must go hand in hand. 

In this case personal service of the com- 
plaint was made on the Vice-President of 
the defendant Company, who has been in 
China for some months and is still here. 
This association of individuals has had pro- 
per service through one of its ascociated 
members and officers. The second objec~ 
tion must be denied. 






























































































It is therefore ordered that the answer 
of the defendants, objecting to tho 
Jurisdiction of the U.S. Consular Court 
in Shanghai in this case, be and is hereby 
overruled ; that said defendants be and aro 
hereby ordered to file an answer on or 
before the 30th March, 1901, to the peti- 
tion of the plaintiffs in this case filed. 
The costs of these proceedings shall be 
charged in tho final costs of the cause. 

After delivering the abo.e judgment, 
his Honour said that the usual time for 
the filing of am answer was five days, but 
owing to the circumstances of the case he 
had made it a little longer. If, however, 
‘Mr. Ellis had anything to say on the mat- 
ter, he would be glad to hear him. 

Mr, Ellis said that he would like an ex- 
tension of the time in which to filo the 
answer. His client, Mr. Wardle, was now 
in Tiertsin and he would have to have an 
interview with him before preparing the 
answer. Of course, he could telegraph to 
Mr. Wardle, but an extension of the time 
would be a great convenience. 

His Honour asked what extension Mr. 
Ellis desired. 

‘Mr. Ellis said that he could not say de- 
finitely at present. 

Mr. Nelson suggested that it was a ques- 
tion that could be arranged by mutual 
consent. He was prepared to consent to 
any reasonable extension of the time. 

His Honour said he would leave it to 
Counsel to arrange what extension should 
be made. When they had agreed upon tho 
date they must let him know. If, how- 
ever, they could not. agree then they had 
better leave the question for him to decide, 

Mr. Nelson said he would like to make 
a suggestion to his Honour on the ques 
n of attorney's fees. He had looked wy 
the reports of several cases and had found 
that it was not the practice of that Court 
to allow attorneys’ fees. He thought that 
it would be a move in the right direction 
if in future steps were taken so that at- 
torneys’ fees should be allowed. Ho 
thought that the whole of the Bar were 
with him in this suggestion. “Apart from 
the Federal statutes, tho law of that 
Court was practically the old Common 
Law of Englind, and of course the old 
English Common Law did not recogniso 
attorneys’ fees in awarding costs. | Ho 
simply put this forward as a suggestion 
that_might be brought to the notice of 
the U. S. government. . 

His Honour said that the practice of 
the Court could only be changed with the 
anction of the home government and 
re would first have to be a representa 
tion made by the whole of the Bar.

Mayers (British Assessor), a man’ was 
accused of stealing a cheque on the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank for Tis, 
300 from Mr. B. Koboldt’s house in 
Szechuen Road. Detective-Sergt. Eok said 
accused had preserted it to the bank in 
person. ‘The cheque had been lost on 
‘one occasion about six weeks previously, 
but had beon taken to the bank by a post 
ofice coolie, It had not been filled in 
then, Mr. Koboldt said it had probably 
heen’ thrown into the waste-paper basket 
at his house by mistake, Accused’s story 
was that Mr. Koboldt’s boy had picked it 
up in the room and said it was 
no use keeping it and given it to 
him, . He then took it to a cash shop 
whero he was told to take it to the Bunk. 
Mr. Mayers observed that accused gave 
no other explanation and thought Mr, 
Koboldr’s boy was implicated. The case was 
remanded for the appearance of the boy — 
‘Three men were accused of selling so: 
with a trade mark purporting to be that 
sold by Messrs. A. Rt, Burkill and Sons. 
Inspector Matheson said two of the men 
were partners in the shop, the other man 
was manager. Mr. A. W, Burkill pro- 
secuted and said the case was similar to 
one he had before the Court some ten 
months ago, Accused took tho chop off 
an inferior soap sold by complainant for 
‘Tis. 1.92} to Tis. 1.973 per box of 40 pounds 
and substituted another chop something 
similar to that which complainant sold at 
Tis. 2.70 per box of 50 Ibs. Accused 
then sold the soap purporting to be of 











a superior quality at Tis. 2.73, thus 
making about one dollar on each box. 
The boxes containing the soap were those 





used by complainant for the superior 
quility sold by him.

Sons for about twenty years. Detective- 
Sergt. McDowell said the shop was a Jarge 
general store on the Nanking Road, ‘Tho 
Court fined accused $200, this sum to be 
givento Messrs. Burkill Sons, Mr. Burkill 
‘said that after deducting a few expenses he 
would give the balance to the hospitals. 
—Chang Yue-shing, proprietor of the 
dairy off the Carter Road known as the 
Shanghai Dairy Company, was accused 
by Mr. T. N. Hugall “of adulterating 
milk. Mr. Hugall said it was » very 
bad case indeed. The man had added 50 
per cent of water. He produced the 
certificate of analysis by the Health Officer. 
Accused had not appeared, though sum- 
moned, but had sent another man. Chang 
Yue-shing had been before the Court on 
two previous occasions. On the first he 
was fined $50, on the second $100. The 
Court now inflicted a fine of $150. 
—On Thursday morning (21st instant) 
before Mr. Chang (Magistrate) and Dr. 
Barchet (American Assessor), a man was 
acoused of cruelty to some pigs. Mr, 
E. J. Batty said that ab 2.30 p.m. the

Previous day he saw a number of pigs 
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boing taken away from the Japanese 
wharf. The mode in which they were 
carried was very cruel, The animals 
were thrown into a basket, it did not 
matter whether they were ‘upside down 
or not, and a bamboo stuck through to 
carry ‘them away. Some of the animals 
were thus cut by the basket, in this case 
the nose was severely lacerated and the 
basket covered with blood. Inspector 
Collins, who appeared on behalf of the 
S.S.P.C.A., stated that several complaints 
had been received by the Society about 
this kind of thing and it was desirable to 
put & check upon it as much as possible, 
Phe Assessor observed that he was very 
glad the case had been taken up as he hud 
personally witnessed the _illtreatment 
of the poor creatures by Chinese, Ac- 
cused did not appear, but since ho had 
been bailed out in $20, that sum was 
ordered to be forfeited. —On Friday (22n4 
inst.) before Mr. Chang  (Mugistrate) 
and Mr. S. F, Mayers (British Assessor), 
asonof the late ¥. Ching-chong charged 
an elderly native woman with obtaining 
from his wifo by means of false pretences 
two diamond cap ornaments valued at 
$2,000, ‘The case first came before the 
Court on Monday morning Inst, when Mr. 
E. P. Allen appeared for the prosecution, 
but neither plaintiff nor defendant appear: 
ed, as was also the case on Friday. Mr.Allen 
stated that the case had heen settled. ‘The 
Assessor stated that the Magistrate wished 
to remark that the proceedings in the ease 
had been irregular, as the woman was 
arrested by the police without a warrant 
and detained in tho police station either 
from morning to evening or all night. 
She had not been sent to the Mixed Court, 
Dut had been admitted to bail of $2,003 
without any authority, ‘This was rather 
irregular, “Inspector Aiers, who had 
charge of tho caso, said the arrest was made 
revious to his tuking charge of the 
longkow Station, but he had seen the 
woman in the charge-room and was told 
by the complainant that he wished to have 
her arrested. He reported the matter 
to his superiors, who instructed him to 
bail the woman for $2,000. ‘The Assessor 
observed that a criminal case had been 
started, but the Court had not seen either 
the plaintiff or defendant and the esse 
hud been settled without any intervention 
of the Court. Inspector Aiers said he did 
not think the police wera to blame, as he 
had told both parties to appear nt the 
Court and they hid promised to do 
The Assessor said it was a purely native 
case and he simply expressed the views 
of the Muyistrate, ‘The proper course 
would have been to obtain a warrant 
through the police. Mr. Allen asked 
if it was necessary to obtain a warrant if 
the case went beyond the jurisdiction of 
the police—embezzlement for instance. 
‘The Assessor replied that it was. It was 
best to obtain a warrant through the police, 
or the prosecutor could send in a petition 
to the Court, Inspector Aiers maintained 
it was not his fault they had not appeared, 
as he had told them distinctly to appear. 
‘The case was left to the Court.—The coolie 
who was accused on Wednesday morning of 
stealing a Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
cheque for Tls, 300 was again before the 
Court, Detective-Sergeant Eek said the 
boy who had been implicated was also 
present. Mr, B. Koboldt, from whose 
house the cheque had been stolen, in 
reply to the Court, said that after cancelling 
the cheque he forgot all about it, until he 
received a communication from the Bank. 
The cheque was uot filled in then, He 
did not think the boy had filled it in. 
He put the cheque, after receiving it 
from the Bank, into a drawer, and a few 
days afterwards placed it in his pocket. 
‘The boy must have got hold ofit. He forgot 
all about it. The Bank charged the boy 
with stealing it. He was quite sure the 
boy took it from his pocket. Detective. 
Sergt. Eck pointed out that the boy had 


























told the coolie to take it toa mative cash 
shop. The Assessor remarked there was 
practically nothing against the boy except 
j the statement of the man wio presented 
the cheque tothe Bank. Mr, Koboldt said 
he had missed small sums of money from 
his pocket, about $3 in all. He was quite 
certain of the forgery. He did not want 
to make any charge. ‘The Court s-ntenced 
the coolie to 290 blows and three months’ 
imprisonment. The boy was discharged.— 
Tha man who was charged on the 13th 
instant with infringing By-law No. VIII. 
of the Land Regulations by failing to 
provide a proper and efficien’ drainage to 
three houses in the Wenchow Ruad, Sinza, 
appeared before the Court again for not 
complying with the Regulation. Mr. C. 
Hill, Deputy Sanitary Inspector, stated 
that'he had told the man to get the work 
done, but he refused to do anything except 
place a few bricks there, so that he had 
been compelled to sunmon him again, 
Sergt. Chilvers stated he bad seen the 
place himself, it was almost impassable 
except by means of stepping stones. Ac- 
cused’s brother was a Buddhist priest and 
owned a lot of property in the same 
vicinity, so that accused would be able to 














Mr. Hill suggested thst he should have 
the work carried out and recover the 
monvy ir-m accused. ‘The Assessor said 
the man had made some statement about 
finding the bricks, if that was so would he 
be allowed a deduction. Mr. Hill replied 
that he would be allowed Tis. 10. The 
cost then would be Tis. 26. Ie wns most 
important that the work should be done. 
‘The Council had spent over Tis. 33,000 in 
filling up a creek and making » good road 
there, which had increased the value of 
land in the vicinity about five times. Mr.

Rerorr ox Tu: Forsics Taape oF Cuts rox 1900 —Although published at rather 4 later date that usual, for 
circumstances, thero is every excuse, the Report of the Statistical Secretary of the I. M. Customs is of unustal interest, giving as it 
Goce an impartial view of the effect of the recent disturbances on the trade of the Country, as scen from this distance from ‘the aetual 
Contre of the troubles. We have therefore no apology to make for reproducing here in full some of the most salient points, which we 
Genture to think will be of general interest to our readers, The Report opens thus under the heading Gexenat.—“ The great expansion 
Of China's Foreign trade, shown by the statistics for 1899, was continued during the first half of 1900; but the disturbances in the 
North, which became serious in Jane, not only stopped for a tine all trate at Newehwwang and Tient whieh had shown such in 
provement during the provious year, but naturally had a depressing effect throughout the ports, The idea that the Boxer movement 
against the Christian converts could be successfully employed in the di nce of the country from Forei ictation and interference 
‘was accopted by only a limited party in Peking and hy certain tli 1 provinces. Elsewhere it was fortunately 
Meecived “with x scepticism which proved. sufficient to save China froma general war, and trade went on as usta, hampered 
only by awant of confidence engentlered by the uncertainty of the political outlook. In the South a rebellion, which at ono 
Cay Pe tT serious, was promptly suppressed by the authorities, but caused somo disturbance to trade in the districts affected. 
The Yangtze Valley was kept wonderfully tranquil, and one or two abortive attempts at insurrection were immediately. quelled. 
‘The power of the officials to preserve order has never been more strikingly manifested. ‘That trade was not more ruinously” impeded, 
always excepting the actual area of hostilities, during a year which was so exceptionally trying to merchants and so full of unrest,

ment, under pressure of circunstances, will now awake to the necessity of developi 
then see Chine becoming more wealthy under the stimulus, of apparent misforta 
industry and commercial aptitudes and not in their capacity for war, and the cul 
Powers will sorve them better than the vain policy of exclusion anil resistance to progress.

Whatever changes may result from the events of Too0, whatever 
Wudfistments may take place in the share of the trade taken hy cach conntry, it may be confidently expected that the Foreign 
reader of Ching. as.a whole, will continue the expansion which wits so marked in 1899. 

Te conclude, with special reference to the Import trade of Cotton and Woollen textiles we extract the following—* Importers 
of Cotton Goods have passed through a very anxious crisis, but disaster was avorted by another short Cotton crop in America. 
‘The goods which atrived in the spring were imported at enhanced prices, and although on the breaking aut of the trouble in the 
Nort the spring purchasos for the auturin market wore stopped, there were large stocks which could not be placed aud which would 
pe showir a heavy loss had the ptice of Cotton fallen. ‘The banks assisted importers, the short, Cotton crop saved the 
Hatin. and the demand which arose late in the year, especially for the Yangtze ports, effected. satisiactory clearances; 
With the exception of Jeans, all heavy goods felt the disturbance in their principal markets in the North, though Dutel, and 
Indian Drills and Indian Sheetings showel small improvement. Ep lish Cotton Yarn fell away again, and the importation declined 
{o'30,916 piculs—less than half what it was 10 years ago. Indian Yarn only amounted to 985,888 piculs, « great decrease on 
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revigus Years, while Japanese Yarn was still imported almost as freely as in 1898. The principal feature of the trade was the 
inereased demand for Printed and Dyed goods, Cotton Prints rose to 968,828 prices: Printed Twills, to 68,915 pices: Cotton 
to 1,216,490 pieces. V were_in greater demand. The total value of the Cotton Goods was 
i. ¥75.606,550, as against 12k. F103,465,0048 in 1899 and /Zk. $77,618,824 in 1898. But exchange was higher, and the year turned 
out well for importers. ‘The value of the Woollen Goods was slightly in excess of that of 1898, and most of the principal staples showed 
an improvement on that year, though 1 v fell below the import of 1899. Caml-ts, Long Ells, Lastings, and especially Blankets 

were importedtin excess of the arrivals in 188, but Spanish Stripes and Italian Cloth fell off.” 
Drills and Sheetings.—Beyond what is mentioned above to arrive nothing has been sold privately, the continuation of the Auction 
sales resulting in slightly lower prices being paid for American Drills, but with one exception the Sheetings were steady to firm. 
Fancy Goods.—The market for Fost Black Italians is in the doldrums and prices, with very few exceptions, declined very considerably 
‘atthe YeEx Foxe Auction, The trade really seems to have been overdone ‘and the heavy supplies on’hand and to-arrive do not 
romise well. A few Turk-y Reds have been taken from stock but prices are not satisfactory, clearances, however, are keeping up.
